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HEALTHIER CONDITION OF TRADE. 


The financial distress through 
which this country has passed, and 
which was followed by manufactur 
ing and commercial depression, left 
many wrecks scattered throughout 
the couutry--wrecks far exceeding in 
number and magnitude those which 
followed or were the result of any 
previous monetary and commercial 
convulsion. In looking over the scat 
tered wreckage one naturally takes a 
retrospective view in order to profit 
by the lessons to be gleaned from the 
experience which has proved so dis- 
astrous Among the stranded craft 
there is a large number of what are 
known as combinations, syndicates 
and associated corporations That 
this bas been a bad year for this class 
of commercial and manufacturing 
combines seeking a monopoly in their 
spe cial lines, especially in the trades 
represented by the Reporter, must be 
apparentto the most superficial ob- 
server. Thedirect cause for the down- 
fall of these concerns, whose 
strength was popularly supposed to 
be greatly augmented by their accre- 
tions, is not in every case alike, but 
the underlying or primary cause is 
much the same in all—an attempt to 
monopolize trade and secure large 
profits. The latter were made 
necessary by the inflated or 
highly watered condition of the 
stocks and other securities of these 
concerns,and by their large expenses, 
although it had been contended that 
through combination expenses would 
be greatly reduced—a popular fallacy 
that has long since been exploded. The 
means employed by these commer- 
cial and manufacturing aggregations 
have not in all cases been such as 
would be regarded as strictly hon- 
orable if indulged in by the indi- 
vidul merchant or firm, and in some 
instances they have clearly trans- 
gressed existing laws, while in others 
their acts have proved so »bjectionable 
tLat in some states additional legisla 
tion to meet these modern conditions 
has been made imperative. Is it a 
matter for wonderment, therefore, 
that these commercial and manufac- 
turing craft should become stranded 
and that their rotten timbers lie scat- 
tered in every direction? 

But the weeding out of these con- 
cerns has left the better portion, 
which now hasa fair chance of suc- 
cess without being compelled to com- 
pete with those whose practices, in 
some cases, could not be regarded as 
cf the highest mercantile integrity. 
That the sky is now clearing and a 
brighter future appears in the hori- 
zon of trade is due to the effects of 
the storm. The wrecks which that 
has caused, while it has unquestion- 
ably brougbt distress to many and 
serious losses toa great many more, 
nevertheless will have been a great 
benefit if it has taught the wholesome 
lesson that reckless extravagance, 
unmercantile practices and a greed 
for commercial supremacy are sure, 
sooner or later, to meet their just 
reward.

END OF THE MENHADEN SEASON, 


Never before in the annals of the 
menhaden fishery did a season close 
under conditions analogous to those 
which from first to last have confront- 
ed the fishermen or one which has 
been so unproductive in the quantity 
of vil realized from a yearly catch as 
has the season lately ended. That the 
season of 1892 was unprofitable is a 
matter of statistics, it showing a loss 
of thirty three per cent. from an aver- 
age yearly production of oil, but as 
this year shows a still further loss of 
sixteen per cent, the former period 
does not appear to such disadvantage, 

At the opening of the season fisher- 
men were confron‘ed with the disad- 
vantages of a strict adherence to the 





restrictions imposed by the three 
mile linit laws, the fish having con 
gregated in Buzzards Bay and other 
inlets within the protected dis- 
tance from shore, In _ fact the 
fishing in the early part of 
the season was so scant and the fish 
so poor that several of the less haz- 
ardous closed their factories and 
practically abandoned work. October, 
however, showed such good returns 
that some were induced to resume, 
and as nearly as we have been able 
to glean, have been well paid for their 
venture. A brief resume of the fish- 
ing season evidences that while the 
Cheaspeake Bay was more prolific in 
fish Long Island Sound and contig- 
uous waters were the more renumera- 
tive in tae quantity of oil produced, 
the fattest fish generally running in 
schools between Provincetown and 
Absecom. 

The total production of vil this sea- 
son is computed at 25,000 barrels, as 
against 30,000 barrels during 1892, 40,- 
000 barrels in 1891, and 80.000 barrels 
in 1890. This year, therefore, shows 
a decrease of sixteen per cent, 
from the production of 1892, 
about thirty-three per cent from 
1891, while the production of 
1890 completely eclipses that of the 
present year, having been over three 
times as great. Of the twenty-five 
thousand barrels representing this 
year’s catch but twelvethousand bar- 
rels remain unsold, the balance hav- 
ing been distribured among local 
holders, while none has been sold for 
export. 

As regards the future holdings of 
this oil and the price that may be ob- 
tained, it is at presen! merely conjec- 
tural, but if we may be guided by the 
experience of former years there is 
no doubt but what the associated 
price will be obtained und that all the 
oil willbe marketed before the new 
season of‘ fishing is inaugurated. 
True, there are many other oils in 
active competition, but as none other 
can be had at the price aeked for this 
oil, and be similarly adaptive, there 
is uo doubt but what manufacturers 
will be able to dispose of their hold- 
ing at prices showing no concessions 
from the present schedule, 
> 


THE BOURBON VANILLA BEAN IN- 
DUSTRY. 

A glance at the figures pertaining 
to the annual crop of Bourbon vanilla 
beans emphasizes the fact that the 
production is becoming more import. 
apt year after year. During the 
period intervening since 1873 the 
steady growth of the industry is re- 
markable, and notwithstanding the 
ravages of storms which have fre- 
quently devastated the island homes 
of the vines, the annual yield has 
scarcely ever failed to reach a fair 
average, and on the whole, the culti- 
vation of the Lean has proceeded at a 
rapid rate of advance under intelli- 
gent direction. The increase in the 
production was the logical result of a 
demand which has been gradually 
developing in Europe for more than a 
quarter of a century, and which has 
made the article indispensable there 
in its particular sphere. The high 
esteem with which the Bourbon bean 
is regarded in the older countries is 
the outgrowth of the introduction of 
improved methods of cultivation and 
the exercise of careful manipulation 
of the crop in the process of curing. 
In former times these matters were 
more or less neglected, and the repu- 
tation which the article naturally de- 
served suffered in consequence, and 
it3 use was thereby for a long time 
materially retarded. Now, however, 
that the needs of consumers and 
the capabilities of the bean are better 
understood and appreciated, the pro- 
ducers are striving to meet the re- 
quirements, and much of the 











goods reaching the markets at 
present are vastly superior, both 
in appearance and practical value, 
to the beans known to com- 
merce not very many years ago. 
In Europe the popularity of this va- 
riety of vanilla is firmly established, 
and by degrees it is gaining friends 
everywhere. Up to a comparatively 
recent period one of the principal ob 
jections to the bean, as found among 
dealers in the United States, arose 
from the inferior quality of the stocks 
brought to this country, which con- 
sisted almost exclusively cf rejected 
grades that European consumers 
could not make use of. From these in- 
ferior goods American buyers formed 
their tirst impressions of Bourbon 
vanillas and naturally they imbibed 
& prejudice against them which has 
heretofore been a drawback to their 
success here. Of late years, however, 
a change of santiment is being 
brought about by familiarizing the 
trade with the merits of the higher 
grades of the goods and row the 
demand seems to be increasing. 
It is probably not more than ten years 
ago when the product was scarcely 
known outside of the leading markets 
of this country, but to day Bourbon 
beans are coming into use generally. 

The consumption of all kinds of va- 
nilla teans is increasing and the 
Bourbon variety is dving its share to 
promote the cultivation of the popu- 
lar taste for this most agreeable 
flavoring materiai. 

As indicative of the growth of the 
industry we append the following sta- 
tistics of the annual crop of Bourbon 
beans during the past twenty years.

OUR EXPORT TRADE IN GLUCOSE 
Among the articles of domestic 
production, for which the demand 
from abroad has been rapidly ex- 
panding of late years, glucose or 
grape sugar affords a conspicuous 
example. Prior to the year 1883 our 
export trade in this commodity was 
so insignificant that the article was 
not separately classified in the official 
list of exportations, but at the close 
of the fiscal year, 1884, a considerable 
quantity was found to have been sent 
to foreign countries, amounting to 
6,773,116 pounds. Since that time a 
regular record has been kept by the 
government statistician and from 
that we are enabled to trace the 
growth of our foreign business in 
glucose. Formerly we derived large 
quantities from Europe, but concur- 
reatly with the development of the 
industry here, and the outward move- 
ment alluded to, the receipts from 
abroad gradually declined, and dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1892, no 
importations are reported. In illustra- 
tion of the falling off of the imports 
of glucose we have compiled 
the following figures, showing 
the receipts as furnished by 
the government, since the period 
when our foreign trade in the article 
commenced to assume importance, 
viz. : 1884, 3,428,397 pounds; 1885, 2 - 
496,408 pounds ; 1886, 2.004,702 pounds; 
1887, 1,414,642 pounds; 1888. 1,863,698 
pounds; 1889, 846,957 pounds; 1890, 
911,573 pounds and 1891, 285,641 
pounds, For the year 1892, as before 
stated. there are no figures available. 
Oo the other hand, the exports from 
the Uuited States have steadily in- 
crea‘ed during the past ten years, as 
will be noticed from an inspection of 
the following figures for the fiscal 
years ending June 30, to wit: 1684 j 
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6,778,116 pounds; 1885, 1,825,795 
pounds; 1886, 2,572,090 pounds; 1887, 
4,776,931 pounds; 1888, 6,263,751 
pounds; 1889, 31,285,220 pounds; 189%, 
$8,256,161 pounds; 189), 58,149,427 
pounds; 1892, 96,486,953 pounds and 
1893, 101,546,814 pounds. During the 
present calendar year the foreign de- 
mand, according to the official re- 
ports, has been exceedingly active, 
the total shipments from January 1 
to September 30 having been 108,738,~ 
153 pounds, as compared with 82,144,- 
871 pounds for the corresponding per 
iod in 1892, and this was accom- 
plished in the face of the ex 
traordinary depression which busi- 
ness in general labored under this 
year throughout the commercial 
world. In September last the exports 
of glucose or grape sugar aggregated 
13,832 808 pounds, which was 9,147,244 
pounds more than the record for the 
game month in 1892, and at this rate 
of progress, it cannot be doubted that 
our foreign business in the article for 
the current fiscal year, will largely ex- 
ceed all former records. In connec 
tion with the development of this 
trade, it is interesting to know to 
what countries the bulk of our ex- 
ports was destined. Taking the trans- 
actions of 1892 as a criterion, we find 
that the leading customers for our 
glucose were the following nations, 
which absorbed the quantities indi- 
cated, namely: Belgiiim, 621,355 
pounds; Germany, 991,517 pounds; 
Netherlands, 171,739 pounds; United 
Kingdom, 92,557,803 pounds; Oanada, 
743,485 pounds, and British Austral- 
asia, 1,428,129 pounds. It willthus be 
observed thatour manufacturers have 
penetrated to every important 
part of the globe, ard reason- 
iog from the experience of the 
past ten years, it is probable that 
the future will disclose a broader field 
of operaticns for American glucose 
makers. From the facts presented it 
is obvious that the advantages pos- 
sessed by domestic manufacturers of 
of the article under review are un- 
equaled and will doubtless enable 
them to hold their present position 
permanently, The chief points in our 
favor are the cheapness of the raw 
material in this country and the su- 
periority of the American product. 
The large consumption of our glu- 
cose in England and on the Oonti- 
nent has been stimulated by the un- 
satisfactory yield «f the potato crop 
there for several years past and the 
fact that prices for American glucose 
have been adjusted so that itis much 
cheaper for European buyers to pat- 
ronize our markets than to draw their 


supplies from high-priced home 
sources. This feature of the situa 
tion arises from natural conditions 
and there is reason to believe that so 
long as the grain crops of the United 
States average as plentiful a yield as 
they have done for the past ten years, 
the glucose export figures will show 
an ever increasing amount. The 
consumption of glucose is steadily 
extending and American producers 
have apparently nothing to fear from 
foreign competition if they adhere to 
the present high standard in manu- 
facturing and continue to promote 
the distribution by offering the goods 
at inviting prices.

The action of Gsorge Rice, as a cer- 
tificate holder of the Standard Oil

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Mr. Rud. Huben, sacretary of the 
Petroleum Exchange, has been con- 
fined to his bed by a severe i!lness 
during the past two weeks. Weare 
glad to be able to state that he is now 
steadily, though slowly, improving.

GEORGE KEMP. 

Mr. George Kemp, one of the oldest 
and most prominent men connected 
with the drug trade of New York, died 
at his residence 720 Fifth Avenus, iu 
this city, shortly after 6 o’clock, P. m. 
on Thureday the 22d instant. The 
deceased had been in failing health 
for several months, but it was only 
quite recently that his family and 
friends commenced to. entertain 
serious apprehensions regarding his 
recovery. a degrees he grew worse 
and on Wednesday his strength 
gave way and it became evident that 
the end was near, He died from ma! 
nutrition, and during the clcsin,, 
scene hia bedside was surrounded by 
the sorrowing family. Mr. Kemp was 
born in the year 1826, in Oounty 
Cavan, Irelaud, and emigrated to this 
country when he was but ten years 
old. When he was sufficiently ad- 
vanced to commence work he entered 
upon a mercantile career, and by per- 
severance, industry and the exercise 
of rare judgment he _ prospered 
steadily.

Besides his other investments 
Mr. Kemp was theowner«f the Buck 
iogham Hotel and part owner of the 
haudsome and vaiuable property 
at No, 68 William street, now occu- 
pied as @ piace of businezs by his 
firm, Although w prominent and 
wealthy citizen, Mr. Kemp never dis 
played any ioclit.uiiou to enter public 
or official life and his career has been 
one of purely commercial activity. 
About fifteen years ago he retired 
from active participation in the affairs 
of his firm and devoted his time more 
particularly to his other interests. 
He was coaspicious socially, being a 
member of the Union League Ciub, 
the Riding Cluv, aud other svcie- 
ties, besides being connected with 
the American Museum of Nat- 
tural History and the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art. The funerul 
services will be held at 10 o’clovk a.m. 
on Monday,the 27th instant, at St. 
Bartholomew’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church, corner of Madison avenuc 
and Forty fourth street, and the iater- 
ment wiil take place in the family 
tomb in [riuity Cemetery.

WILLIAM ‘!. COLEMAN. 


The death of William T. Coleman 
took place at San Francisco last Wed- 
nesday. He represented all that was 
best in California activity and enter- 
prise. For many years he was one of 
the most prominent merchants in that 
city, and the business of the firm fin- 
ally included nearly everything which 
can be bought and sold as merchan- 
dise. Mr, Voleman was a pioneer in 
many lines of business. He marked 


out new lines of trade in many 
directions, He wes more than 
&@ merchant in his successful 


prosecution of an immense bus- 
iness, hig connection with the bo- 
rax interest making his name known 
in all parts of the world. Mr. Oole- 
man’s fame, however, will rest on the 
work which he accomplished as the 
leader of the great Vigilance Commit- 
tee of 1856. He was identified with 
the first Vigilance Oommittee. but 
did not have charge of its operations, 
When the second committee was 
formed to clear out the murderers, 
thieves and ballot box stuffers who 
infested San Francisco, the organiz- 
ere settled upon Mr Coleman as the

en Mr, Coleman was preparin 

for The Century Magazine ris oriole 
on “Tne fwo Vigilance Committees 
of San Francisco,’’ about two years 
ago, he spoke freely in private and 
contidential talk, but no one could be 
more carefui than he in what he al- 
lowed to be put into print. 

Mr. Coleman in his last years often 
spoke of the great “ona which San 
Francisco ran from the Kearney mob 
in 1877. He was incliued to think 
that the danger then was far graver 
than in ’66, as the city was older and 
there was uot the same alertness 
shown ion meeting any threatened 
peril, Thebest informed men of that 
time ali agree that if it had not been 
for Mr. Coleman’s prompt measures 
and the terror which his name in- 
spired the Saud Lot mob that Dennis 

eurney led up to Nob Hiil that July 
night would have looted and burned 
the palaces of the railroad miilion- 
aires, aud would have then destroyed 
Chinatown, 

Mr. Ooleman was waited upon by a 
committee of citizens when Kearney’s 
threats had inspired fear, and was 
asked to organize a safety committee 
to aid the pwlice. He at once mapped 
out the work, and within twenty four 
hours had severai thousand men or 
ame in companies and drilling, 
The companies were to use pick- 
handles in their encounters with 
street mobs, and to employ pistols 
only in the last extremity. This 
force of Coleman’s saved the Pacitic 
Mail Company wharf from destruc- 
tion, and taught the mob go whole- 
some a lesson that when Kearney had 
marched his men to Nob Hill he did 
not have the nerve to order them to 
burn the houses of Stanford and 
Croker, because he was warned that 
the moment this order was given he 
would be arrested, and would be tried 
and hanged before morning. H

Petruleum in Kentucky, 


The existence of oil in Wayne 
County, Ky., has been known for 30 
years or more, and as far back as 13 
15 years ago, not 1 ss than 10,000 bbls 
found its way duwn the Cumberland 
river to market, The first discovery 
in paying auantitics came about 
through borivg for sait, and the weil, 
from which the shipment above re- 
ferred to was made, was pumped for 
salt wate:, aud the vil which was 
brought up was at firet drained offiu- 
to Otter creek as waste material. The 
salt water ceased to flow, and oil took 
its place. ‘The well was pumped for 
years, and the produce loaded into 
wagons and sent to the Cumberland 
river forshipment. The flow of oil 
was still free when an accident oc 
curred to the “seed bag” tubing and 
the well has since been idle. 

The well and other property belong- 
ing to the company which shipped the 
first oil to market felliato the hands 
of what is now known as the Ken- 
tucky Consolidated Oll & Gas Gom- 
pany. No effort was make untilabout 
two years ago to further develop the 
field, Siuce then, some 16 or 20 wells 
have been sunk, and, with few excep- 
tions, oil has been found in them. 
The Kentucky Oonsolidated Oil & Gus 
Company have sunk seven or eight, 
among them being the Hovey well, 
which on a 62-days’ om, panes 3.000 
bbls of oil, and at the end was yield- 
ing 25 bbls per day. This well is only 
about 280 feet deep, and the flow of 
oil was found in the fist sand, We 
saw it pumped a few days ago, yield- 
at the rate of 500 bbls per day 

The Franklin well, which is 735 feet 
deep, is in the third sand, and is 

umping eait water and oil. Those 
amiliar with the action of the first 
well, from which 10,000 bbls were 
shipped, say the action of this well is 
very similar, and that it will prove 
one of the best wells in the fleid. 

This compavy has another wellinto 
the third sand which will be ready to 
be purmped iu a few days, and has its 
deriick and machinery on the ground 
for 2 pew well which will be sunk to 
oil before this reachea our readers.

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Canadian Petroleum Regulations, 


An Ottawa dispatch says: ‘If the 
pecple of Canada knew the effect upon 
the price of coal oil by the repeal of 
the Government regulation forbid- 
ding the importation in tank cara, 

-hey would insist on securing the 
benefit of it. As it is, only afew 
scattered places are permitted to im- 
portin tank cars, the object of the 
Department of Inland Revenue ap- 
parently being to destroy the efficac 
ofan act of Parliament by non ad- 
miuistration or mal-administration, 
Mr. Wood placed the cities and a few 
towns in Onturio on the list of places 
where coal oil may be imported in 
tank cars, and then practically said 
to the other million and a half of the 
population of Ontario: ‘You thought 
Parliament granted you some miti- 
gation of the protection on coal oil, 
but you flnd you are mistaken, You 
cannot import in tank cars unless my 
department provides for inspection, 
and I have taken care to provide it in 
as few places as possible.’ The im- 
portant town of Harriston applied 
through its Board of Trade and a 
firm undertook to do the barreling, 
but Harriston is not able to geton 
the list. If the people are not to he 
robbed of the right under the act of 
last session to obtain the best coal oil 
ata reduced cost they must make 
Mr. Wood understand that he is paid 
to discharge bis duty, and that his 
duty in this matter is to extend the 
operations of the inspectors of the 
department so as to cover every town 
and every thickly pop:lated district. 
To show how the privilege, or rather 
the common commercia! right, to im- 
port petroleum in tank cars has af- 
fected the price, I can state, on au- 
thority, that the price of the Standard 
Oil Company for a gallon of their best 
water white oil laid down in Ottawa 
is 4°68, or a little more than 4% cents; 
of course this is in tank cars, and the 
customs duty of 7% cents a gallon has 
to be added, as welias about a quar- 
ter of a cent per gallon for inspection 
fee. The rate of customs duty is 
therefore over 16 per cent. Neverthe- 
less, thirteen cents a gallon will cover 
everything but the retailer’s profit, 
and hitherto this oil has sold in Ot- 
tawa for 35 cents a gallon. Itis 
shown thatin the future it ought to 
be sold for 20 cents and yet leavea 
handsome profit of 35 per cent, to the 
retailer.”

Crisis in the German Aniline Dye 
Trade. 


The ehareholders of the chief Ger- 
man aniline dye works have for seve- 
ral years been accustomed to receive 
fat dividends, which, no doubt, have 
rendered them objects of envy to the 
holders of shares in less prosperous 
concerns. But at last the tide has 
turned, even in the aniline dye in- 
dustry. For some time there has 
been a constant and noteworthy drop 
in the shares of the great Badische 
Anilin and Soda Fabrik, and this has 
been fullowed by a similarly _pro- 
nounced fall in those of the “Farb- 
werke’”’ in Hochst on the Main, a con- 
cern better known here by its old 
name of Meister, Lucius & Bruning. 
The shares of the last named business 
dropped 8 per cent. in one day last 
week. It would seem that some 
shareholders have been seized bya 
sudden wish to realize their holdings, 
for although the offers of shares are 
not large, they appearto keep on per- 
sisteutly. The explanation of the 
drop, so far as the Badische Fabrik is 
concerned, is that although the first 
half of the present year has beena 
very favorable one, and warranted 
the belief that it would be possible to 
distribute a dividend exceeding that 
of 1892, the whole of the profits have 
been swallowed up by the complete 
prostration of the large American ex- 
porttrade of the firm in the third 
quarter of the year.

A short time ago I observed a sam- 
pte of matico exhibited for sale,which 
uttracted my attention not s0 much 
from any inherent peculiarity as from 
the fact that I had seen few maticos 
on sale. Examining it more closely 
I picked out a couple of tolerably 
well preserved leaves, which aroused 
my suspicion by their brosdly ovate 
shape and large size, the broken leaf 
closely resembling ordinary matico, 
This recalied to my memory a large 
leaved matico which Mr. Ward had 
shown me some months ago, and I 
had examined and cunsidered genu 
ine. I have now examined both of 
these microscopically, and compared 
them with genuine matico, with the 
following results: 

The hairs, which are more or less 
characteristic of matico,and to which 
I looked for distinctive features, are 
so similar in ali three specimens that 
I sought for other peculiarities; al- 
though it is true in the broad leaved 
matico, those on the nerves are gen- 
erally stouter. Now in the transverse 
section of genuine maticoit will be 
observed that the epidermis consists 
of one layer of tubular cells, 
and that immediately beneath it ts 
a singie layer of colorless hypodermis; 
there are two rows of palisade cells 
in the mesophy}], and numerous cells 
filled with yellowish oil. Near the 
base the midrib contains a number of 
fibrovascular bundles separated by 
colorless parenchyma, The large 
leaved matico of Mr. Ward shows on 
examination a very similar structure. 
The epidermis is one-celled; the hy. 
podermis is present, but the oil glands 
are perhaps not so numerous, I think 
this is a genuine matico, and the ex- 
amination of the epidermis of both 
surfaces confirms that view; the two 
leaves agree well. 

The broadly ovate leaves show a 
very different section. Here the epi- 
dermis of the upper surface consists 
of one layer of large square cells; 
there is no hypodermis present, and 
the oil cells in the mesophyll are te! 4 
numerous, The epidermis of bot 
surfaces, when separated from the 
leaf, are seen to consist of colls much 
larger than thoge of the two previous 
leaves. These broadly ovate leaves 
are unquestionably those of a Piper, 
and one nearly allied to matico, but 
they are not the leaves of Piperangus. 
tifolium. The substitution is not a 
matter for much surprise, as the term 
matico appears to be applied iadis- 
criminately in South America to a 
number of piperaceous leaves, Mr. 
Holmes has been kind enough to ex- 
amine the Piperacez in the National 
Herbaria, but informs me he has not 
been able to satisfactory identify the 
specimen. 

An interesting feature in the anato- 
my of these leaves is the presence of 
numerous thick-walled, porous par- 
enchymatous cells surrounding the 
bast of the midrib, and in their im- 
mediate neighborhood very numer- 
ous thin-walled cells containing a 
number of acicular crystalsof oxalate 
of calcium lying loosely in them. 
These sells can easily be isolated in- 
tact, frequently in rows. This quan- 


tity of oxalate of calcium doubtlessly 
causes the grating on the teeth which 
is perceptible when the leaver are 
chewed. Further, if the mesophyll be 


carefully examined, each parenchy- 
matous cell will be seen to contain, in 
the true matico, two or three minute 
crystals of oxalate: in the broad 
leaves the number of these crystals is 
larger, perhaps five or ten, whilst in 
the leaves of another piperaceous 
plant each cell contains a large tuft 
of them, and the effect is as striking 
to the eye when the section is exam- 
ined as it appears to be to the edge of 
the razor when cutting. The pres- 
ence of oxalate of calcium in this form 
in the lamina of the leaf can scarcely 
have escaped observation, but I find 
no mention of it in the anatomical 
descriptions at hand, not even by that 
careful observer, “Lemaire, and I can- 
not but consider it very unusual. 


JALAP, 


Some months ago samples of jalap 
were exhibited which could scarcely 
be mistaken for the true drug, but of 
which I was glad to secure a sample 
for the educational collection of drugs 
at present in my charge. 

On examining it I was surprised to 
find that my samples of five pieces 
con’ained no less than three distinct 
roots. True jalap, I need scarcely 
say, is characterised by its cells filled 
witb granular latex and arranged in 
more or less regularconcentric rings; 
by its starch grains, which, however, 
are frequently gelatinised; by the 
fibrovascular bundles, which consist 
usually of little more than a few 
vessels with soft bast; and by the ox- 
alate of calcium in agglomerated 
crystals. 

his tapering root contains no sec- 
retion cells, and is therefore probably 
not a convolvulaceous root; it is inter- 
esting from the extraordinary number 
of cells completely filled with raphides 
distributed throughout the parenchy- 
matous tissue. These can easily be 
seen with the naked eye on a radial 
fracture. 

The second root, which we may call 
A, contains in the cortical portion a 
number of cells filled with a clear yel- 
lowish resin and oxalate of calcium in 
agglomerated crystals. Milk cells as 
they occur in jalap are absent; the 
starch grains are seen to be of large 
size and characteristic shape. It is 
certaiuly not true jJalap, noris it the 
root of ipomea orizabensis, 

The third root, which I have called 
B, contains milk cells in abundance, 
oxalate of calcium in agglomerated 
crystals. the xylem portion of the 
fibrovascular bundles is well develop- 
ed and the starch grains small and 
mostly compound. This approaches 
more closely to the mail or light jalap 
of ipomema orizabensis; the starch 
grains, however, are much smaller. 
This example may serve to show the 
variety one may find in a single 
parcel. 

SARSAPARILLA. 

Acurlous and interesting drug is 
one of which four bales were recently 
shipped from New York and offered 
as sargaparilla. The pieces of which 
it is composed average perhaps about 
three feet in length, are very dark- 
brown in color, irregularly furrowed, 
usually flattened, and show he:e and 
there a rootlet as well as the remains 
of aerial stems. The cortical portion 
easily separates, and the central col- 
umn then readily splits into flattened 
plates. 

Under a low power the transverse 
section shows an external brown 
layer, consisting of several rows of 
brown or yellow slightly thickened 
parenchymatous celis, enclosing a 
ground tissue loaded with starch in 
which are embedded two pilates of 
brown prosenchymatous fibers. Be- 
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tween these plates are situated the 
two principal fibrovascular bundles; 
arranged ina circle nearer the per- 
iphery are a varying number of 
smailer bundles. 

Each bund!e consists mainly of an 
internal mass of vessels and wood 
parenchyma, the xylem, completely 
surrounded by a narrow ring of bast, 
containing sieve tubes and cambi- 
form cells. This is followed by a row 
of parenchymatous cells with starch, 
and the whole is enclosed by an endo- 
dermis. On separating the tissue 
into its component cells, the vessels 
are seen to be scalariform and the 
sieve-tubes acutely pointed. 

This construction indicates clearly 
thatthe drug is the rhizome of a fern, 
probably polypodiaceous, and pos- 
sibly a Pteiis; and this small piece of 


thank Mr. Jackson, of Kew, is not at 
all uaolike our drug. On the other 
hand, Mr. Baker suggests an Acrosti 
chum, a climbing fern common in 
tropical America, and attaining a 
length of thirty to forty feet, whilst 
Pteris ia said by Martius to range 
from one to four feet in length, 

The structure of the rhizome of 
Pteris aquilina, our common brake 
fern,agree well with that supposition, 
the protopbloem entirely surrounding 
the xylem, as figured by Professor 
Russow io his ‘Oomparative An. 
atomy.”’ 

Under the name of polypodium 
calaguala, Goebel and Kunze de-cribe 
and figure a fern rhizome which ap- 
pears to have borne a high reputa 
tion in Peru, and which was broucht 
to Europe by the Spaniards at !east as 
early as the 18th century. The de- 


scription of Goebel and Kunze applies | fore submitted this root to micro-

Prob- 
ably, however, we are dealing with a 
similar drug. 

IPECACUANHA. 

Much so-called “black”’ or “‘striat- 
ed”’ ipecacuanha has lately been seen 
in the market, but appears to ba diffi- 
cult of sale. I had considered the 
root to be that of psychotria emetica, 
as agrees completely with Goebel and 
Kunzoe’s illustratlon and description, 
and fairly with two specimens of 
greater and lesser striated ipecacuanha 
of the Pereira collection, which are 
referred to P. emetica. Mr. Holmes, 
however, obgerved that the wood is 
distinctly porous. whereas in another 
specimen of Pasychotria in our 
museum it was dense. I have there- 


approaches nearer in its histological 
characters to Richardsonia than to 
Psychotria, Psychotria and Cephaelis 
are so closely allied botanically that 
we should expect their anatomical 
structure to besimilar. Two species 
Psychotria, unfortunately neither of 
them P. emetica, show sucha sim- 
ilarity in the structure of the wood, 
and so does the specimen of Psycho- 
tria emetica inour museum, Prob- 
ably, therefore, this latter is correctly 
named whilst Pereira’s two speci- 
mens and this “black” ipecacuanha : 
have been incorrectly referred to 
Psychotria.

White Lead,—The dullness in trade, 
coupled with aggressive competition 
by new makers, has had a tendenc 
to depress prices for dry white lead, 
notwithstanding a rising market for 
pig; hence the margin of profit to 
manufacturers is smaller than for a 
long time past. We are informed that 
as low as 4%c has been accepted in the 
West and 4%c here for dry, which is 
more than $30perton below the nom- 
inalquotation. Leadin oil,being sold 
to smaller consumers, is steadier in 
price and a large portion of the trade 
is done at schedule rates, but these 
must sooner or later be openly re- 
duced, as grinders are getting alarge 
share of the business at an unusual 
margin of profit. 

Litharge.—The inqui continues 
fairly active particularly from the 
rubber trade, who are making their 
contracts for the early part of next 
year. Glass makers are showin 
little interest and sales of grades use 
by them are unimportant. For the 
high grades there is a fair demand. 
We quote the latter at 64%@7ec, less 
the usual) discount, and glass makers 
. 5%@5%o, as to quantity and qual- 


y. 

Red Lead.—Dealers in German re- 
port a very quiet week in this market 
and have made few sales either for 
prompt or future delivery. ‘hey 
are quoting 64%@é6éec for lots to 
arrive according to guantity and 
brand, while in a jobbing way 
6%@7c is obtained. Thereis no im- 
provement in the demand for do- 
mestic makes, but they are held 
firmly at 64%@7c, yee to the 
quantity wanted, the usual discount 
being allowed. 

Pig Lead.—A very quiet week has 
been experienced, and the tendency 
of values is towards a lower range. 
For December delivery sales of about 
200 tons were effected at $3 40@3 42%, 
but for spot metal buyers were un- 
willing to go above $3 35, and at the 
close there was less vigor observable 
in tbe market, and probably $3 30 
would have been acceptable for lead. 
However, the inquiry was so light 
that no business offering a substan- 
tial test of holders’ views occurred. 
he total sales of the week aggre- 
gated about 600 tons. 

Orange Mineral.—While not actu- 
ally depressed, the market is ex- 
tremely dull and nothing in the way 
of news is presented. Agents for 
the different German brands are mak- 
ing few sales and seem to be indiffer- 
ent sellers, their position as such be- 
ing the result of a desire to lose noth- 
ing in case of tariff legislation in their 
favor. Nominally the prices on for- 
ward contracts are 7%@7%e, accord- 
ing to brand, quantity and date of 
delivery. Smali lots sell on the spot 
at 7%@8e, as to holder and size of 
orders ; the extra grades bring as high 
as 8%cin a retailway. For the do- 
mestic brands the inquiry is light, 
but prices are maintained at 7/@8ce, 
as to quantity, less the usual discount. 

Zincs. — Manufacturers report a 
brisk demand and during the week 
have bouked some large contracts for 
next year’s delivery, beside filling 
numerous small orders for stock 
needed for current consumption. The 
foreign makes are quiet and prices 
have not yet been changed. 


“rv Colors. 

Carmine.-- Packages consistent with 
the ordinary requirements of con- 
sumption continue in progress, but 
anticipations for future wants are no- 
ticably in abeyance. Values rule as 
heretofore, bulk commanding $2 76, 
with 1 lb bottles held at $2 85 and 1 oz 
bottles $3 75, as to quantity. 

Vermiltion.—This market continues 
in its quiet and unchanged position. 
Trading is represented by small 
package orders, buyers manifesting 
no desire to increase their purchases 
ahead of actual necessities. Values 
for quicksilver vermilion are 63c for 
bulk and 646 for bag lots. Artificial 
is momentarily quiet, with 8@l6éc 
quoted as the range to prices. 

Ultramarine.—The situation is prac- 
tically as last reported. Small parcel 
orders are transpiring on the regular 
basis of prices, but the season is too 
far advanced to permit of much trad- 
ing and business is confined to the 
narrow limits of actual necessities, 
Values show uniformity and 7@20c 
continues the range as to quantity 
and quality.

White Lead.—A rather unsettled con- 
dition exists, and a latent uncertainty 
as to the course of values in the near 
future rather operates as a damper 
upon the revivification which seemed 
about to occur a week or two ago. 
Grindere seem inclined to buy, and 
for the moderate orders which they 
are disposed to place there is more or 
less competition. 

Dry Colors.—For all varieties the 
inquiry is slow. No sales are reported 
outside of a few small parcels to meet 
immediate and pressing wants. Man- 
ufacturers seem to be in no haste to 
replenish depleted stocks, and not 
until the supply on hand has been 
utilized does there seem to be any 
prospect fora general rehabilitation 
of business, 

Mixed Paints.—There is practically 
no consumptive inquiry for these 
goods, the season being **between hay 
and grass.” Manufacturers speak 
rather hopefully of the future, but the 
present is quiet to the verge of flat- 
ness. 

Window Glass.——The situation ex- 
hibits little change and no improve- 
ment, While stocks in second hands 
are less than they were a week ago, 
they seem to be ample to meet the 
very moderate drain which is being 
made upon them just at present, The 
existence of an open market has more 
or less stimulated a desire to sell, and 
buyers find no difficulty in securing 
concessions.

Dry Colors.—Taken as a whole bus- 
iness in this line has shown up to ad- 
vantage as compared to the previous 
week. There has been an improve- 
ment all along the line, and while it 
is not of a marked character, it is 
large enough to create considerable 
comment. There has been no change 
to note in values. 

Pig Lead.—The situation has been 
one of ‘ups and downs.” Imme- 
diately after our last report values 
advanced consequent on a healthier 
demand and as high as $3 26 was paid 
for several hundred tons which was 
needed by local manufacturers. So 
soon a8 these inquiries were met the 
market began to lose its firmness and 
prices to recede until at the close of 
the week’s operations its position was 
practically reflected by the summary 
as given in the last issue, There 
was a larger movement for spot goods 
the past week than for any like per- 
iod for some time past although re. 
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ceipts and shipments show no im- 
provement, The market closed 
somewhat on the listless and life- 
less order as there is practically 
no inquiry for the metal and 
prices in consequence are more 
nominal than actual at $320. The 
following table will show the com- 
parative movements for the past two 
weeks:

Lead and Zine Ore,—More activity 
was noticeable in the mining industry 
the past week, bringing witn it larger 
sales in both ores than for any week 
since last winter. This stimulatin 
of the market is due to a sharp ad- 
vance, especially large in zinc, The 
market closed at an average of $20 
for zinc and $18 50 per 1,000 pounds 
for lead ore, This large advance in 
zinc resulted in a sale of fully 
2.000,000 pounds of ore for next 
week’s shipment, buyers feeling 
apprehensive of an advance.

Extraction of Oils. 


Linseed Oil.—After a resume of the 
methods of manufacture and pro- 
cesses of purification of linseed oil, 
the authors of a paper read before one 
of the scientific societies gives the 
following data :—

Heydenreich’s a produces an 
orange coloration with brown stria, 
and those of Hauchecorne and Brulle 
a& reddish brown, the oil remaining 
liquid. 

Linseed oil is frequently adulter- 
ated with siccative and non-siccative 
oil, as also with mineral and animal 
oils and resins. 

Oolza and cottonseed oil can be 
recognized by the lowering of the 
iodine number and the temperature 
rise ; the latter oil also gives a black 
coloration with silver nitrate. It is, 
however, much more difficult, if not 
impossible, to detect the presence of 
other siccative oils, such as those of 
poppy and hemp. Animal oilscan be 
detected by their odor, as also by the 
addition of a mixture of nitric and 
and sulphuric acids, which give an 
intense red coloration with fish oil. 
The adulteration with mineral oils 
and resins can be readily discovered 
by the process of saponification, 
when these substances rise to the 
surface. 

In conclusion, the authors give an 
historical account of the investiga- 
tions of other writers and discuss the 
results obtained. 

Oil of Pine.—The seeds of various 
species of conifers contain a fatty oil 
which is used in commerce, though 
not found in any large quantity, 
Then the seeds of Pinus sylvestris 
contain 25—30 per cent. of a brownish 
yellow oil, possessing to a slight de- 

ree the odor and taste of turpentine, 

tis used in the manufacture of var- 
nishes, and as a combustible. The 
oil is very sparingly soluble, even in 
boiled alcohol; it dries very slowly. 
The following data are given:

Oacao buttei is frequently adultera- 
tec with animal fat, stearic acid,soap, 
wax, paraffin and oil of almonds, The 
presence of paraffin can readily be 
uscertained by saponifying with alco- 
holic potash, and then warming with 
acetic anhydride, when the paraffine 
rises to the surface and solidifies on 
cooling, 

Stearic acid can be estimated by 
the ordinary process of alkalimetry, 
using phenolphthalein as an indica- 
tor, the slight acidity of the butter 
not introducing any serious error. 
The presence of soaps and animal fats 
can heat be recognized by the meth- 
oda proposed by Bjorkland and Hag- 
er,the latter of whom has also devised 
a convenient process for the separa- 
tion of thé butters of the cacao and 
coce2nut by the greater solubility of 
the latter in various solvents, such as 
amyi alcohol and petroleum. 

Oil of Maize.—In the manufacture 
of alcohol from maize the seeds are 
first subjected to saccharification,the 
germs removed, and the oil extracted 
from them by pressure; a further 
quantity ie* also extracted from the 
vinasses, Thus obtained, the oil is of 
a golden yellow color, without taste 
or odor; itis composed of oleic, pal- 
mitin, and stearin, besides a small

Butter of Cocoanut.—Cocoanut but- 
ter is put upon the market either un- 
der its own name or as vegetaline and 
lactine; it is used for the adulteration 
of cacao butter and of milk butter. 
To avoid the tendency to become ran- 
cid cocoanut butter is digested with 
alcohol and animal charcoal by the 
method proposed by Schlenk; it con- 
sists mainly of the glycerides of caps 
roic, caprylic, palmitic, and stearic 
acids, It is white or slightly yellow, 
soluble in ether, chloroform and boil- 
a alcohol, readily saponified by al- 
coholic potash and the soap can be 
salted out.

The adulteration of ordinary with 
cocoanut butter is detected by the 
number of Keichert, since the propor- 
tion of volatile fatty acids in the latter 
is very small compared with that in 
the former. The oleo refractometer 
and the golubility in acetic acid 
metheds have also been applied. On 
the other hand, the oil of the cocoa- 
nut (coprah) is adulterated with fatty 
animal oils. It is, however, easy to 
detect this fraud by the point of fu- 
sion, the iodine and saponification 
numbers, as also by the solubility in 
alcohol. Adulteration with seed oils 
can be detected by the iodine number 
and the reagents of Hauchecorne and

Again we record a quiet week for 
the general oil market with very few 
features of consequence, The con- 
servatism of purchasers in adhering 
to actual wants keeps the volume of 
business down and within very nar- 
row limits and causes a difference 
between buyer and seller that other- 
wise might be overcome. Lard oli 
sbows a quiet tone with possibly a 
downward tendency, Oottonseed oil 
is quiet with cocoanut oil higher on 
the coast but not appreciably goin 
the interior. The fi-h oils are ab. 
solutely dull and uninteresting, the 
a” being yertinent to the mineral 
oils. 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed,—The advance early in the 
week of 2c per gallon by the Western 
crushers has had no perceptible effect 
here, except that agents for Western 
oil are offering less freely, even at 
39c, There are reports today that an- 
other advance of 3 cents has been or 
will be made today by Western 
crusher3, owing to the advance in 
seed. As yet city crushers have 
made no change in their quotations 
of 40c for raw, though it is intimated 
that they may do so early next week. 
There is no increase in the demand 
fur spot oil, buyers usually wanting 
to purchase for future delivery. This 
crushers deciine to do in the present 
condition of the seed market. 

Cottonseed --The weak features of 
the market at the close of our last 
have not materially changed as re- 
gards this section, there being only a 
limited outlet, as the chief buyers 
have temporarily withdrawn from 
the market until they can purchase 
oil at their own figures, hence sellers 
are obliged to job out their stocks to 
consumers. The weakness displayed 
here does not extend to the South, 
where they are getting better prices 
at the mills for shipment to the 
West, sales of prime crude having 
been made from 26@30c loose, acc: rd- 
ing to the loca'ion of the miils ‘There 
is very little export demand except 
for choice grades of butter oil. Our 
New Orleans correepondeat wires as 
follows: ‘“Ci:ude market quiet at 
26%2 bid 27%c Joose here asked. Re- 
fined 34@36c in barrels, Cake and 
meal $22 5U long ton fob. Seed will 
be reduced Monday to $11 per ton 
here,.’’ The Union OilCo.. of Provi- 
dence, have seduced their price for 
winteroil and are now quoting winter 
white 45@47c and wioter yellow 41@ 
46c. The sales which have come to 
the surface comprise 360 bbls of prime 
crude at 30¢; 250 bbis prime yellow at 
36c;45 bbls prime crude at 30c; 64 
bbls prime crude at 3vc; 100 bbis off 
crude at 27%c; 100 bbls off yellow at 
338c; 100 bbls prime yellow at 35c; 
2,060 bbls of prime crude loose at 
mills at about 26c, and 1,000 bbls 
of prime Texas crude for export. 
at 30c loose f. 0. b. mills, 300 bbis of 
choice butter oil at 40c and 100 bbis 
of prime white oil at 41c; 600 bbls of 
prime summer yellow for December 
delivery at 35@35%ec, 150 bbls prime 
crude at 30c, 6v0 bbis of prime sum- 
mer yellow in lots at 36c, 1,000 bbla 
do for December delivery at 35¢c and 
400 bbls prime crude at 30c; 
also 100 bbls soap stock at 1c. 


Messrs. Hopkins Dwight Oo., in 
their review of the market say: “Our 
cottonseed oil market has declined 
during the past week until prices have 
reached the same figures for oil 
that were recorded early in Septem- 
ber, when the oil trade was suffering 
with all other branches of business 
from utter stagnation, Sales of prime 
ellow have been made to arrive as 
ow as 36c, although 35% and 36c are 
the prices realized for oi! on spot. Off 
yellow has been Wanted, but sales 
cannot be made, because there is no 
supply. Prime crude has sold as low 
as 30 cents, but this price has 
lately beén obtainable only for choice 
goods. Offcrude has been in fairly 
liberal sup; ly and meets with slow 
sale, and it is difficult to make any 
quotation, as it varies according to 
the quality. There has not been any 
accumulation of oil of consegtienc®é 
excepting off crude, and we think 
buyers are a little more disposed to 
take oil at current prices. There is 
some deraand here for the Mediter- 
ranean for off yellow oil, but no sup- 
plies can be found; some little in- 
quiry for prime oil and butter oil for 
export, but bids are yet too low for 
business, Chicago is still buying oil 
in the South at prices much higher 
than areruliog here, and our receipts 
will undovbtedly be much lighter in 
@ fortnight, unless conditions here 
improve, It is reported that sales 
have been made at 26c fo b loose at 
mills,s0 that the mills are taking 
lower prices for oil, although getting 
seed at lower prices, This price is 
equal to $2c per gallon here in bar- 
rels, so that there is no en- 
couragement to ship here, Ger- 
man and Dutch markets are not 
4upxious about oil, as the butterine 
trade continues very dull. All fats are 
again lower, with oleo stearine down 
to 8c, a decline of 2%c in 
three weeks. Compound lard is down 
to 7c and trade very dull. The local 
consumers of cottonseed oil are fairly 
well supplied for immediate wants 
and they will be conservative buyers 
while lard isdull, English market is 
only 3d lower for the week, and our 
reports from London indicate that a 
feeling prevaiis there that better 
prices will be seen after the turn of 
the year. Under date of the 11th No- 
vember our advices state stocks of 
seed at Alexandria 13,269 tons against 
61,028 tons in 1892.

A Visit to the Pyrites Mines of Spain. 


BY EWD D. PETERS JR.,M E, 


Amongst the musty Latin docu- 
ments s‘oredin the British Mueeum 
is a brief description of the loss ofa 
vessel while attempting to enter one 
of the Romun ports during a storm. 
She came from southern Spain, and 
was laden with bars of copper be 
longing to the Roman Government. 
But vessel, crew and cargo were ail 
lost, and doubtlees the price of armor 
experienced a decided upward ten. 
dency. This copper came from the 
enormous Soc of pyrites which 
are found inthe southern portion of 
the Spanish peninsula lying west of 
Gibraltar and South of Seville. And 
as importact and profitable as they 
doubtless were to the Roman Em- 
perors 2,000 years ago, they are in- 
finately more important and profit- 
able to English investors and manu- 
facturers to day. The ore occurs in 
immense masses, several thousand 
feetin length, from 300 to 800 ft. in 
width, and extending in depth to an 
unknown distance. It is a massive 
iron pyrites, not a speck of rock being 
visible in the ordinary ore, and con- 
sists mainly of iron and sulphur in 
equal proportions. It contains also 
2to 4 per cent. of copper, and % oz. 
to the 1 oz. of silver per ton, besides 
a few grains of gold. 

Two companies are working and 
exporting this ore on a very extensive 
scale—the Rio Tinto Company of 
London, and the Tharsis Company, 
of Glasgow. Each of these great 
companies owns extensive tracts of 
land, known to contain many de- 
posits of the ore, already described; 
and each company is a self-contained 
community, owning ita own railroad 
to the port of Huelva, its own mines, 
work - shops, _ villages, __ schools, 
churches, hospitals, etc. The man- 























































































agers and chief assistants, as well as 
the heads of the various departments, 
are nearly all English or Scotch, but 
the sub foremen and workmen are 
natives of the country, and seem an 
industrious, contented and prosper- 
ous community. The country about 
the mines is very hilly and broken; 
owingto the extreme dryness of the 
climate, the hill sides are practically 
barren ; and in the immediate vicinity 
of the mines the sulphurous vapors 
from the treatment of the ore have 
destroyed every weed and blade of 
grass, thus allowing the rains to 
wash away the thin soil, and exposing 
the naked skeletons of the hills in all 
their gaunt sterility. 

Instead of mining the huge masses 
of ore by the ordinary subterranean 
methods, a system of —_ quarrying 
from the surface has been adopted, 
and to a the sides of the huge ex. 
cavations from falling in they are 
sloped down in a succession of steps, 
the bottom of the cut being the exact 
width of the o1e body, while the sides 
diverge toward the surface. Some 
idea of the magnitude of these cut- 
tings may be had from knowing that 
2,000 miners could work simultan- 
eously in one of them withou' being 
crowded; and half a dozen locomo- 
tives may be seen moving at a time 
within the excavatiun, taking out the 
trains of loaded wagons, while the 
empties usualiy ruo back by gravity. 

One of the mustinteresting features 
of the work in these excavations ia to 
see the blasting. All the morning the 
miners have been drilling holes in 
the solid ore, aud when the whistie 
blows for noon they leave the quarry 
for tueir midday rest. We sp-ciaiois 
are stunding on the sutface at the 
edge of the cut, and louking down 
into the great hule, some 4uU It. beiow 
us, A cusual observer Would pro- 
nounce the mine e-.tirely deserted ; 
but @ more Careful sciuliny 1eveals 
balfaduzen minute figures crawlirg 
about in the abyss, aud perturmirg 
certain ecventric eVulutious with a 
etick and what look like coils of wire. 
These men are the weu loading the 
bles, aud the coil hung over thei: 
ars ia the fuse, or safety match, on 
which tbeir lives depend. But the last 
hole is loaded, and 4» mau with a 
horn, staudiug beside us at the sur- 
face, gives @ series of BhOrt, startling 
“touts,”” 10 warn every one that the 
blast is sbout to take piace Nowthe 
men below have lignied their torches, 
aLd as ihey Leod over each hole for a 
mument. we ree the flach of the fuse, 
showing that it bas caught fire. The 
tuses of the holes tbat awe to be first 
lighted are cut a littie lunger than the 
later ones, that all the blasts may ex- 
plude at about the same moment, 
But we are beginuiug to feel a littic 
vervous about tue safety of our 
fiiends below; for scores of fuses are 
smc king away, aud yetthe men move 
calelessiy about, applyip their 
torches to those yet unkindled with 
aggravating sluwuess and uncone rn. 
And how ate they ever to find time to 
cliunb the 4 feet which separates 
them from the surface and safety ? 
WLile speculating on this inter- 
esting question, the men suddenly 
disappear, and we are relieved to hear 
that they have found a eafe refuge in 
some of the old Roman gulleries that 
honeycomb moat of these masses of 
mineral, In @ momentthe entire side 
of a wall of ore flies outward, and a 
second later the stunning boom of 
the expiosion reaches our ears. The 
shots come thick and fast, and a 
heavy cloud of smoke fills the chasm 
warning us to retire a little to the 
rear, as it makes it impossibk fur us 
tu dodge the occasional stray frag- 
ment that whizzes by us. A long 
blast indicates that the last shot has 
gone off, and when the smoke clears 
away, and we can again see the bot- 
tom of the pit we are surprised to find 
how little its appearance hus been 
changed by all this blasting, and what 
a@smail heap of debris appears to be 
lying there. And yet we are told that 
no less than 3,000 tons of ore have 
been thrown down before our vyes— 
enough to load 20 trains uf wagons. 

Anything pertaining to iniquity is 
interesting to our generation, and 
few places have so much to offer in 
this way as these very mines. The 
country in their vicinity is covered 
over large areas with Roman slag, 
most of it over 2,000 years of age, and 
yet, on fracture, presenting as fresha 
surface asthough it had been pro- 
duced last week. Some foundations 
of the little blast furnaces used by 
the ancients are abundant, and the 
slag, as well as its remarkable free 
dom from copper, shows that they 
were no unskilled metallurgists. They 
did not remove the ore in bulk, as the 
present owners are doing, but fol-

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A Visit to the Pyrites Mines of Spain, 
(Continued from page 28 ) 
lowed the richer streaks of copper 
with a pertinacity, and to adepth 
and extent that are simply surprising. 
considering that they bad but poor 
tools, and no powder for blasting. 
That they were decidedly ekillful and 
ambitious mechanics is shown by the 
discovery of various machines, the 
most interesting and largest being a 
wheel no less than 18 feet indiameter, 
used for lifting wa’er from the deep- 
er workings of the mine. It was 
placed in a chamber hewn out of the 
solid rock, and rested on two gudge- 
ons or axles of bronze, which are as 
perfect as the day they were made. Ro- 
man graves bave been fourd in great 
numbers, and many interesting arti- 
cles taken from them may be seen in 
the museum of the Tharsis mines. 
One of the most common and curi- 
ous articles buried with the dead in 
those days was the tear-glass. a beau- 
tifully blown little vial, shaped some 
thing like a chemist’s test tube, and 
supposed to be filled with the tears of 
the deceased pereon’s friends before 
being placed in the grave. I suppose 
the sorrow of the deceaged’s family 
circle could be exactly gauged by the 
size of the tear glass that was filled 
for him. Many gvld rings and colns 
are found, as well as copper and silver 
money; also some pottery of rather 
rude manufacture; numerous coprer 
and earthen lamps; charms worn by 
the women about the neck; tweezers, 
ecissors, bodkins and scores of such 
ticles. 

oOie Romans worked these mines 
solely for copper. but the present 
generation has produced the skill re- 
quired to extract and utilize all the 
constituents of the ore. The pyrites 
suitable for the manufacture of sul 
phuric acid is shipped to Eogland in 
bulk. The sulphur is burat off in 
kilns to make acid and the residues, 
consisting mainly of iron oxide, but 
also containing such copper, gold and 
silver as was Oliginally in the ore, are 
calcined with salt, which converts 
these three valuable metais into such 
a condition that they can be dia 
solved out and recovered separately ; 
while the last residue, consist 
ing solely of oxide of iron, is sold 
as an iron ore. This series of 
processes is one of the most beautiful 
a plications of ecience to practice 
that can be instanced, and enables a 
profit to be made from an ore that is 
go poor in any one metal that it would 
not psy to touch, But avery large

proportion of the ore produced is not 


suited for the purposes just de 
ecribed, and to extract the copper 
from this lower grade ore, itis burned 
in great heaps called ‘'teleras,’’ the 
ore smouldering slowly for reveral 
months, its own sulphur furnishiny 
the fuel, and thus being slowly driven 
off. The roasted ore is then formed 
into terraces, covering the hillsides 
and taking possession of every avail- 
able slope in the Mogae the ore be- 
ing epread over undreds of 
acres of surface, and amount- 
ing in the aggregate to several 
millions of tons, It is here 
systematically leached with water, 
intervals of dryness being a'lowed, to 
render a fresh batch of its copper so- 
luble in the water. The liquors that 
how out from the foot of these terra- 
ces, as well as all waters that come 
from the ore bodies. are heavily 
charged with copper and are con- 
ducted to a iong labyrinth of shallow 
cana!s, fliled with scrap and pig iron. 
Now these liquors have, as the chem- 
ist puts it, a greater affinity for iron 
than for copper. Consequently inthe 
presence of iron they leu their copper 
drop. and take up iron instead. Thus 
the pigs of iron, of which the precipt- 
tatiug canals contain many thousands 
of tons, are constantly wasting away 
and disappearing, requiriog fresh iron 
to replace them, while the bright, 
red, metallic copper is constantly 
forming in the shape of scales and 
crusts aod powder. This cement- 
copper is cleaned up every little while, 
and after being washed und dried is 
shipped in baga to England to be 
melted into ingots. At Rio Tintoa 
conside”able amount of the cement- 
copper is refined and granulated on 
the spot and dissolved in sulphuric 
acid (also made at the mine) to fur 
nieh sulphate of copper (blue vitrio)), 
used as a remedy for the dreaded 
pbylloxera, tbat pest of the vineyards, 

But Kio Tinto also produces a large 
amouat of ore that is so rich in cop 
per a3 to make it more protitable to 
treat it at the mine partially, aod 
this, after roasting in heaps, is 
smelted at the mine intoawrich matte, 
that is shipped to Engiand tor retin. 
ing. 

A unique feature at Tharsis is a 
very large body of a decomposed 
schist, that is so impregnated with 
copper and so cheaply mined by the 
quarrying method already described 
that it is leached by the company to 
a fine protit. 


The isolation of these mines and | 
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the fact that they own the railroads, 


which are the only practicable means 
of reaching them, makes it imros- 
sible for any one to visit the mines 
without express permission from the 
authorities athome, But, as I can 
feclingly testify, those few favored 
persons who receive this permission 
are treated with a hospitality and 
cordial friendliness that words are 
too feeble to express. Both at Rio 
Tinto and Tharis, we were the guests 
of the companies, and everything 
possible was done that could add to 
our plessure or convenience, 

At both mines the feature that will 
most strike a mining engineer is the 
enormous extent of the ore reserves 
thatare cpened up for the future, and 
which gives to these great corpora- 
tions @ stability and certainty that 
can seldom be attained by mining 
companies, Another striking point is 
the extreme cheapness with which im 
mense quantities of ore and rock are 
handled. And the entire mining pro- 
fession is indebted to these companies 
for eh wing them to what an extent 
this system of open-cast mining may 
be developed. Both comp.nies have 
excellent railroads to Huelva, over 
which thousands of tons of ore paos 
daily cn their way to the sulphuric 
acid plants of the world. Each com- 
pavy also owns a fine iron pier at 
Huelva, arranged so that the ore is 
shot from the railroad cars direct into 
the holds of the vessels. 

While it is obviously impossible to 
publish any details of the business 
that were kindly given us at the mines, 
I can at least take a few tigures from 
the coinpanies’ public annual reports, 
to show the enormous amounts of ore 
handled by them, and the magnitude 
of their operations. The average 
amount of ore extracted from the Rio 
Tinto mine for each of the past few 
years has been 1,400,000 tons, of which 
over 400,000 tons have been exported 
for sulphuric acid manufacture. The 
balance has been treated at the mine, 
‘The annual production of copper at 
the mines has been about 20,00u tons, 
Some 56,0U0 tons of blue vitriol are also 
manufactured. The dividends for 
1891 were £326,000; while a large 
amount of deventures was also re. 
deewed, and a considerable sum writ 
ten off for depreciation of property, 
Elaborate figures are out of place in 
ab article of this kind, but those who 
are interested in such matters can 
fiid full statements of costs aud pro- 
duction io the annual reports of the 
the two companies,— Engineering and 
Mining Journal.

Artificial Indigo and Indigo Carmine. 
BY IVAN LEVINSTEIN. 


Referring to the various causes for 
the large decrease in our imports and 
exports for the first nine months in 
this year compared with the corres- 
ponding period in 1892, he said he 
thought it all the more gratifying, 





notwithstanding theee exceptionally 
unfavorable circumstances, that the 
chemical industiies were able to show 
an increase in exports of £372,952 for 
the nine months over the same period 
in 1892. The only way to account for 
this increase was that they must have 
converted part of the raw materials 
formerly exported into higher fin- 
ished goods cormanding a higher 
price, and if this assumption were 
correct it would mean progress in the 
right direction. They had at last re- 
gaived the advantage formerly pos- 
sessed, in that they once more had 
alkali cheaper than their neighbors. 
This low price of alkali was, however, 
likely to cause the entire stoppage of 
the manufacture of soda by the old 
Leblanc process, and, combined with 
other reasons, will disturb the market 
values of such ariicles as caustic 
soda, salt and niter cake, bleaching 
powder and chlorates. 

Taking a general retrospect of the 
con) tar industry, he said it was very 
encouraging to see that this courtiy 
had participated, if only to a modest 
extent, in the development of the dye 
lodustry. Amoogst the largeuumbr 
of patents taken out again during ‘he 
last twelve months were some for fur- 
ther improving the methods of produ- 
cing artificial indigo. This country 
has atwo fold interestin this ques- 
tion, being the principal producer of 
indigo, the annual value of which 
represents £4,U0u.000. Mr. Levinstein 
gave a skeich of the investigations 
which led up to the discovery where- 
by human bands may now artificially 
produce an ublimited quantity ofa 
coloring matter, the production 
of which hitherto was solely pos- 
sible by nature’s agency. He 
cnl.ed special attention to the latest 
development in synthetic indigo, 
under which the latent dye is de- 
veloped in the dyeing vat, and ilius- 
trated his remarks by a series of in- 
teresting expe:iments. He aftewards 
expressed his great regret that this 
country had had so little part io the 
work ;that had evabied cheu.ists to 
achieve these wonderful results, He 
had pointed out on frequent occasions 
the need for training chemists of the 
bh'gh class, and he was glad to see 
that efforts were at last being made 
in various directions to improve our 
position. Befure long the great ed- 
uCatioual institution at Owens College 
would be in a position to place at the 
dispo-al of Professor Perkin, jun., a 
laboratory which would be exciusive- 
ly devoted to research work in or- 
gavic chemistry. 

Some cf the experiments which Mr. 
Leviustein perfurmed deserve note. 
In one there was made wiihin a few 
minutes about 1 ib. weignt ot aru- 
ficial indigo, and indig.-carmine was 
als» produced by treutiug pheny.e 
giycocin with anbydrous sulphuric 
acid, Lhe characteristic color of the 
latter was shown by pouring the pow- 
eiful acid mixtures on a large block 
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of ice, A piéce of woolen cloth was 
dyed with the solution thus obtained. 
Bayer and Drewson’s process was 
also illuatrated. In this an acetone 
solution of orthonitrobenzaldehyde 
was treated with a dilute solution of 
alkali, whereby a product of condens- 
ation was formed, viz.,the orthonitro 
phenyllacetoketone, and this on the 
addition of more alkali was at once 
converted into indigo.

Kote on Manna Collection in Sicily.* 


BY J. SLINGER WARD. 


Before leaving London toward the 
end of March last for a short holiday 
visit to Sicily, Professor Greenish sug 
gested to me that some information 
might be obtained there on the culti- 
vation of the manna ash and the pro- 
duction of manna, By the kind offices 
of Signor Hamnett, of Palermo, I am 
able to give the results of the investi 
gation. 

The plantation visited is situated 
at Villa Grazia, a village ona pleas 
ant slope near the foot of Monte 
Grifone, about six miles to the south 
of Palermo. It cccupies nearly two 
acres, the treea planted without re 
gard to regularity, but clorely enough 
to form sufficient shade. The manna 
ash under cultivation has the appear- 
ance of a poilard willow, the parent 
stem being scarcely above the ground. 
At the time of my visit the trees were 
in flower and proved to be the Fraxi- 
nus rotundifolia. The proprietor in- 
formed me that the stems when ten 
years old are ready to yield manna. 
One incision covering one-third of the 
circumfererce of the stem is made 
daily, cutting through the bark from 
the right tothe left transversely, com- 
mencinog at the base of the stem, the 
right extremity of the cut is 
slightly higher up the tree than 
the left. The season, which is 
ruled by the weather, usually com- 
mences in July and ends in Sep em- 
ber; during the collection about forty 
five incisions are made. By the in- 
cisions following each other with reg 
ularity, like the steps in a ladder, the 
exudation runs aud hardens in a 
channel, thus the familiar strip of 
manna is produced; this in that par- 
ticular locality is termed ‘** Manna 
Cannolo.” The system of inserting

straws or sticks into the incision is 
hot adopted there. In wet eeasons, 
when the exudation is \ery fluid, a 
cactus leaf is placed on the gtound 
to receive it as it drips; this and the 
small and broken pieces are known 
as “ Manna Rottame.” The following 
year fresh incisions are made adjoin 

ing the previous season’s, ech of 
which occupies one-third of the cir 

cumference; the third year the unin- 
cised portion of the bark is cut, and 
the period for yielding manna is at 
an end. The stems are then cut 
down near the root; new stems 
spring up. When sufficiently mature 
the collection commences. Each 
root has attached both stems yielding 
manna and vounger ones to replace 
those exhausted, The average num- 
ber of stems in use in each tree was 
four. Each stem yields about half a 
kilo. of manna in a good season. 

It will be noticed that the descrip 
tion given in the Pharmacographia is 
aimost identical with the present 
practice of collection near Palermo 

On leaving the plantation I was 
able to secure from a house in the 
neighborhood an exhausted stem, 
which bears eviderce of being used 
for some domestic purpose; this I 
brought with me and is now on the 
table. Fromits size it is somewhat 
upique and illustrates very clearly 
the manner in which the incisiovs are 
made; each season’s marks may be 
easily distinguished. At the same 
time it will be readily understood how 
the exudation flowiug down the stem 
in a _ viscid stream from the 
successive incisions concretes into 
the manna of commerce, This may 
be taken as a fair epecimen of the 
thickness of the productive stem.

German Chemical Dividends. 


The secretary of the German Soci- 
ety for tbe Protection of the Interests 
of Chemical Industry, a body to which 
practically the whole of the important 
chemival factories belong, issues an- 
pually an interesting report on the 
condition of tue chemical industry in 
the German Empire, which is pre- 
sented to the society at its annual 
meeting. From the point of view of 
statistical detail the report is more 
valuable and complete than any other 
publication of the kind of which we 
know. Not the least interesting part 
of the information contained in it ap- 
plies to the profits of the joint stock 
factories which are members of the 
society, for itis from that part of the 
report that we are able to form the 
most authoritative opinion of the 
progress of chemical industry in Ger- 
many. According to the last report, 
which has recently been published by 
the secretary of the ‘Verein,’ the 
average of the dividends declared b 
the aggregate of the German chemi- 
cal joint stock works during the last 
eleven years has been as !ollows:

It is interesting to observe how 
gradually, and how steadily, the pro- 
cess of recuperation has proceeded 
since the unfavorable year 1885, Dur- 
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ing the last two years the profits have 
agai” been wavering, and the figures 
for 1893 will probably show a consid- 
erable decline, for, by all accounts, 
Germany has been suffering a trade 
depression quite as severe as any 
other country in Europe, The joint 
stock compaaies from whose divi 
dends the averages here recorded 
have been drawn number 89, and an 
analysis of the proportions of the 
percentage dividends of these 89 
works removes to a large extent, the 
gilt which, from the first series 
of figures given above, appears 
to be laid pretty thickly upon 
the gingerbread of the profits The 
second series of figures divides the 
89 works into groups, according to 
the dividends which they have de- 
clared last year:

Theze figures show that over one- 
fourth of the works made no profit at 
all, and that nearly two fifths re 
turned their owners less than the or- 
thodox 6 per cent. It is true that 
14-61 per cent. of the factories made a 
dividend of over 15 per cent., but if. 
would be as illogical to argue from 
these facts that German chemical in - 
dustry a3 a whole is in a prosperous 
condition as it would beto take an 
optimist view of the chemical indus- 
trp in this country merely because 
one large chemical works has this 
year declared a dividend of of 100 per 
cent., an achievement probably 
unique in the records of the industry 
of any other country in 1893. British 
manufacturers and merchants should 
note that the bulk of the factories 
declaring very high dividends are 
coal-tar dye and synthetic remedy 
works, representing an industry 
which, though now firmly embedded 
into German soil, was orginally a 
distinctively Britieh one, but was de- 
liberately thrown away and neglected 
by us in the years of commercial fat- 
ness which now seem to have gone 
for good. 


Looking specially at factories de- 
voted tothe preparation of pharma- 
ceutical, photographic, and chemico- 
technical preparations, we find that 
the dividends earned in this branch 
alone are of a considerably higher 
average than thoee of the entire 
chemical indust'y. The average re- 
turns of the branch in question alone 
were:

Gr an average for the last five years 
of 12 27 per cent., compared with one 
of 9°67 per cent. for the entire indus- 
try. Judging by the two sets of fig- 
ures, the special branch is liable to 
mucb stronger fluctuations than the 
entire industry, and its curves of pros- 
perity or adversity do not necessarily 
correspond with those of thechemical 
trade asa whole. Summerizing the 
position of the German chemical in- 
dustry from the figures before us, we 
should say that its immediate pros 
pects are by no means bright. The 
apparent revival of prosperity in 1892 
was largely due tothe sudden demand 
for disinfectants and medicinal chem- 
icals, but upon the wnole, the dividend 
portents point downwards. Snch cir- 
cumstances as the financial crises in 
North and south America and in Aus 
tralia, the partial paralysis of business 
in England and on many parts of the 
continent, and the tariff war with 
Russia must reduce earnings. Foi- 
tunately for Germany, the chie 
chemical factories in that country had 
already established bra'ch fac'ories 
in Russia some years ago, and agreat 
part of the extra profits made by these 
branches, owing to the cessation of 
German imports will, therefore, ulti 
mately find its way into German 
pockets allthesame. Itis true that 
the 89 factories which furnish the 
basis for the figures here dealth with 
do not comprise any private firms, 
which are, of course, much more 
oumerous than joint stock concerns; 
but so far as importance of turnover 
ia concerned, the 89 companies prob- 
ably equal and possibly surpass 
largely, the output of all the private 
firms put together. — Chemist and 
Druggist

NATIONAL PAINT, OIL AND VARISH 
ASSOCIATION, 

The sixth annual convention of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation, held in the city of Pittsburgh 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of Jast week, proved to be far 
more important and ; ro:ific in prac- 
tical results than had been expected. 
The intercst shown from beginning to 
end was unflagging and the members 
were apparently determined that the 
sixth annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion should stand prominently in its 
history as of more than ordinary im- 
portance and as marking an era of re- 
vived interest in the organization and 
in the work it was organized to ac- 
complisi:. The attendance was 
large, every local club being repre- 
sented, and there were many individ- 
ual nembers, showing that the sup- 
position entertained in some sections 
that interest in the Association and it: 
work was flagging was erroneous. 
The sixth annuul meetings were vo‘ed 
a success in every respect, and the

The newly elected president of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation, Mr. John Dwight Morton, 
was born in Athol, Mass., October 30, 
1830. His vreat grandfather, Richard 
Morton, cau.e from Hadley, Mass., 
and was one of the first seven settlers 
of Athol. Mr. Morton left school at 
fifteen years of age, and entered a 
country store in the adjoining town 
of Royalston, where he remained for 
three years, after which he spent a 
year in school. Then for three years 
he was in a country store in what is 
now Putnam, Conn. He came to 


Boston in 1853, and soon after 
entered the counting room of 
Stimson & Valentine, dealers’ in 


paints, oils and varnishes, remaining 
with this firm until 1859. In 1859 he 
became connected with the house of 
Banker & Carpenter, in the same line 
of business, and was admitted as a 
partner in 1864, the firm name being 
changed in 1868 to Carpenter, Wood- 
ward & Morton, so continuing until 
about a year ago, when a eorporation 
was formed under the name of Car- 
penter, Morton & Co. This house is 
one of the largest in its line in New 
England. For many years, and until 
the formation of the lead trust, Mr. 
Morton was the New England man- 
ager of the St. Louis Lead and Oil 
Company. Mr. Morton resides in 
Roxbury, Mass. He has three chil-

One of the first trade organizations 
formed in Boston for the purpose of 
bringing together, in a social way, 
men in the same line of business, thus 
promoting a spirit of solidarity, was 
the Paint and Oil Club of New Eng- 
land, which was formed in 1884, 
Smeg most active of its founders 
was John D. Morton, who served as 
its president during the years 1886 
and 1887. From this club have come 
other clubs of the same kind in most 
of the large cities of the United States, 
and later on the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, in the form- 
ation of which Mr. Morton took an 
active part, being one of the New 
England Club delegates who brought 
about its organization. Following 
the Paint and Oil Club, other organ- 
izations of a similar nature arose, 
making possible the formation of the 
Boston Associated Board of Trade, 
composed of regularly chosen dele 

gates from twenty trade organiza- 
tions in the city, thus being perfectl 

representative of all the city’s busi- 
ness interests. In the creation of the 
Board of Trade Mr. Morton was a 
leading spirit, being the one who first 
suggested the idea of forming such 
an association. He called the first 
meeting, which resulted in its organ- 
ization, served as its first vice-presi- 
dent and as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Postal Affairs, and helped, 
perhaps, more than any other person 
to secure improved mail facilities be- 
tween Boston and New York.

The sixth annual convention of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation of the United States was 
called to order in the parlors of the 
Monongahela House, at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., at 10.30 A. M., Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 21, 1893, bythe President, W. W. 
Lawrence.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the National P.:int, Oil 
og Beg —— : 

t has been said, “‘ Ha is that 
country which has no history.” If 
this truth as regards countries is 
equally applicabie to associations, 
our cup of happiness since last ve 
met has been full to overflowing. 

The report of ths Secretary will 
give you particulars regarding our 
club membership and other matters. 
The Treasurer’s report will show vou 
that financially we are in a flourish- 
ing condition. The reports of “he 
various committees will indicate that 
some good, ernest work has been 
done to advance the various interests 

~ represented .n this Association. Your 
attention is called to one result in 
particular. Me-srs. L. Martin & Co., 
the largest manufacturers of lamp 
black, under date of October 19, 1893, 
announce that with the end 2f th.s 
year they will discontinue the putting 
> and sale of short-weight packages 
of lamp black, hitherto sold by count, 
and not by weight. Some months ago 
this firm discont nued the long ex- 
isting practice of chargirg for barrel+ 
containing lamp black. Srhese mat- 
ters will probably be more fully 
touched upon by the efficient com- 
mittees who have be:n handling the 
sudject ior two years past. I cannot 
refrain from complimenting the com- 
mittee on the success that has 
crowned their efforts, and at the same 
time wish to draw attention to what 
can be accomplished by the National 
Paint, Oil add Varnish Associa ion in 
the way of removing “evils and cus- 
toms that are against policy and 
sound busines; principles.” It is 
pleasant to observe that manufac- 
turers are disposed to listen to our 
suggestions. e are pleased that 
customs regarded by us as annoying 
and prejudical to our interests have 
been abandoned. Therefore I recom- 
mend that some official a:tion be 
taken in acknowledgement of our ap- 
preciation of these changes. 

The country has experienced a fear- 
full financial strain. Many business 
houses have been unable to stand 
that strain; others are haria:sed by 
it now, and while we are hopeful for 
the future, yet what it may bring 
forth is painfully uncertain. It is 
. time for strengthening our de- 
fences. I believe that in the manu- 
facturing and trading community one 
of the gieatest sources of loss is the 

granting of credits to those 
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Who deserve none, and the unwise in- 

Crease of lines of credit to those whose 

lines should be strictly and carefully 

limited. 

This statement possesses neither 
the merit of originality, nor dos it 
even give pleasure and sutisfaction. 
Its truth, however, cannot be debated, 
yet I hope that the day is approach- 
ing when this source of loss will be 
more under our control and when 
losses resulting from insufficient 
knowledge of those who apply’ for 
credit will be reduced to a healthy 
minimum. 

I would therefore recommend as 
worthy of the careful thought and 
calm discu ‘sion of this associaticn a 
subject which has been before us at 
previous conventions, viz., the ad- 
visability of forming among white 
lead, paint, oil, varnish and brush 
manufacturers a bureau o! credits, 
incorporated, with the object of ob- 
taining information independently of 
other commerci:1 necies for the 
use and protection of its subscribers. 

do not advocate a combination of 
such credit bureaus as may now exist 
under the auspices of various paint 
clubs, nor any interference with their 
existence or continued usefulness. I 
remember that at its Cincinnati con- 
vention this Association stamped with 
disapproval such a scheme. WhatI 
recommend for consideration is the 
advisability of forming an organiza- 
tion similar to those which other in- 
terests, neither larger nor more im- 
portant than our own, have found of 
the greatest value. I could detain 
you with a detailed account of some 
of these which I have investigated. I 
mention only two which successfully 
accomplish their aims: the Bureau of 
Credits of the New England Shoe and 
Leather Association, organized nearly 
twenty-five years ago, and the New 
York Jewelers’ Board of Trade, incor- 
porated in 1885. 

Such a bureau to fill the want must 
have in itself the elements of perma- 
nence, strength and usefulness, and 
from its subscribers must receive con- 
stant and cheerful co-operation. Its 
field must be the United States, and 
the extent of its usefulness would de- 
pend upon the manner in which it 
covered that field. 

Attention has at times been called 
to what is termed lack of interest in 
the Association, chieby on the ground 
that most of the topics considered are 
only of interest to certain portions of 
those assembled. The same objection 
may be urged against the Paint. Oil, 
Drug and Varnish Clubs themselves, 
and it is suggested that if there is 
weight to this objection it would be 
better to work out the remedy in the 
local paint clubs before attempting 
any radical change in the National 
Association which is but the concen- 
trated essence of the clubs. 

I hope that the matters presented 
at this convention will be fully dis- 
cussed and that the discussions and 
the subjects themselves will be of 
interest and benefit to the trade 
generally. 

It is a pleasure to the Paint and 
Drug Club of Pittsburgh to have you 
meet in our city. We wish that your 
stay with us will be pleasant. We 
trust you will overlook our smok» 
and dirt—they are the inevitable ac- 
companiments of our prosperity— 
they also are great inducements to 

rsonal cleanliness, and the Pitts- 
urgh manufacturer alone of all the 
world ranks with the high caste 
Brahmin, in that he must bathe three 
times a day in order to maintain his 
self-respect. 

We cannot impress you with our 
immense population, four other cities 
in the Union surpass us; we cannot 
impress you with our great age, less 
than one hundred and fifty years ago 
there was but a frontier fort at the 
junction of our rivers. 

We cannot tell you that this is a 
charming spot for a gentleman of 
leisure to kill time—it would. be un- 
true—an idle man would be lonely in 
Pittsburgh. But when you go home 
we hope ros will carry with you 
a few thoughts that may be 

leasant as Americans to remem- 

er. Remember Pittsburgh as the 
American city unequalled by any 
city on the globe in the amount of 
tonnage originating within her bor- 
ders. More freight cars are handled 
daily in Pittsburgh than elsewhere. 
No other city equals ours in the mag- 
nitude of its manufacturing establish- 
ments and in the amount of its pro- 
duct. The largest Bessemer steel 
plant, the largest crucible steel plant, 
the largest plate glass works, the 
largest pickle factory, the largest 
cork factory, the largest tube works, 
the 7 manufactory of glass table- 
ware, the largest and most powerful 
engines and pumps employed to pump

the world are in Pittsburgh. We

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
National Puint, Oil and Varnish 
Association : 

Your Secretary, in consulting the 
records for data to embody in his re- 

ort, was reminded that in Septem- 
her, 1888, there met at Saratoga less 
than ascore of gentlemen to devise 
ways and means to lay the foundation 
of this organization. They were con- 
fronted with seonees obstacles, such 
as are usually allied with most com- 
mendable undertakings. When ata 
subsequent date, January, 1889, there 
occurred at Cleveland the successful 
anchorage of the corner-stone, there 
was emphasized the lines:

That you resolve to effect.”’ 

The annual meetings of this Asso- 
ciation at Detroit, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, New York have more than 
confirmed the wisdom of its archi- 
tects, the loyalty and ability of those 
at the helm who have piloted it to 
that pinnacle of intelligence, capital 
and influence, the peer of any com- 
mercial body this generation has de- 
veloped and fostered. 

Your deliberations at New York 
were concisely compiled and printed 
in pamphlet for distribution among 
the local clubs, 

It is needless to remind those in at- 
tendance at the New York convention 
of the care taken for their welfare, 
and the elaborate features identified 
with and provided for their entertain- 
ment, testifying to the international 
reputation that Manhattan is without 
limit in its hospitality.

n accordance with a resolution in- 
structing your Secretary to present 
questions or subjects for discussion 
before the local clubs, I have sub- 
mitted the following: 

1. Is the expense of issuing color 
cards and other advertising matter 
justified by the returns thereof? Is 
not this trade feature practised to an 
unnecessary expense? Is it business 
policy or practicable to dispense with 
or modify the custom? 

2. Can you suggest a plan or agree- 
ment as will effeetually stop or pre- 
vent the practice of exchanging com- 
petitor’s goods to induce sales? 

3. Cannot some united action be 
taken as will remedy the abuses that 
exist in connection with the custom 
of giving long-time credit on sales of 
varnish? 

4. Has the competitive sale of dry 
colors reduced the profit on same to 
so small a margin as to warrant meas- 
ures being taken as will insure a re- 
turn commensurate to the capital, 
knowledge and skill involved? 

5. Can you devise or suggest a plan 
of action as will justify a larger at- 
tendance at club meetings and pro- 
mote the interests of its members? — 

Your Secretary may be pardoned if 
he respectfully suggests or recom- 
mends that in lieu of this —— 
being placed with the Secretary, it be 
invested with the Board of Control, 
the author of this measure to be made 
a working member of it. 

Correspondence was read from the 
American Spirit Company affecting 
the sale of wood alcohol, and from the 
National Lead Company respecting 
the marginal price of dry white lead. 

The matter of empowering the Com- 
mittee on Analysis of Linseed Oil to 
include turpentine was discussed. _ 

In accordance with a vote of this 
Association to become identified with 
the National Transportation Associa- 
tion, the following telegram was sent 
to the latter body: 

“Geo. F. Stone, Secretary National 
Transportation Association, Board of 
Trade rooms, Buffalo, N. Y.: The 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation by unanimous vote solicit 
membership in your Association, 
Confirmation will follow by letter.”

comes due he cannot sue, but has to 
wait until the larger bill is due. 
Would it not be possible for the manu- 
facturers to have in their contracts a 
condition that if a bill becomes due, 
and should not be paid at maturity, 
all bills purchased after that should 
become due at once? I think if that 
sort of an agreement should be made 
creditors would be trained very easily. 
Perhaps it is a new idea to many—the 
idea of having to wait before you can 
attempt to collect the bill because you 
have one small bill out and another 
not yet due. 

President Lawrence called upon Mr. 
W. H. Andrews, of Chicago, to discuss 
the question, who said: 

I appreciate the honor of being 
called upon, but I have nothing special 
tosay. I think a good deal of this 
trouble is due to our salesmen, who 
will go into a customer and say: “I 
will sell you this bill on four months, 
and if itis not convenient for you to 
pay it when due, you will have a 
thirty or a sixty-day extension. Itis 
all right with the house.’”’ You draw 
oe draft and the customer tells you 

1e made such an arrangement with 
your salesman. I think it is going to 
be an impossible thing to agree on 
— time for varnishes to be 
sold. 

Mr. Brownell, of Boston.—I don’t 
know that I can add ae of in- 
terest to this question, but it occurs 
to me that the difficulty of conduct- 
ing business by some varnish houses 
is a good deal like that pursued by 
the guano manufacturers. We had 
one down at New Bedford, where I 
lived, and it succumbed to the inevit- 
able. They used to sell their goods 
to farmers down South, and they took 
notes, one-half payable at death, and 
the other half at the day of resurrec- 
tion. 

The resolution, as read, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That this association dis- 
approves of the indiscriminate free 
delivery of small lots of varnish. 

Mr. Elmendorf, of New York.— 
When I first went into the varnish 
business in 1853, there was no such a 
thing—no, nor for ten years—as the 
delivery of varnish in any country. 
We used to send by way of New 
Orleans and the Ohio River hundreds 
of barrels to Pittsburgh to the Fahne- 
stocks and other men here, and they 
never thought of such a thing as 
asking us to pay the freight. About 
62, during the war, was the first time 
that we were called upon to deliver 
the goods, as I remember. Since 
that time, of course, many varnish 
establishments have come into ex- 
istence, and I must say that in some 
of them they have carried out the 
principle of the delivery of goods, 
even one or five gallon cans, into the 
center of the States, far from the fac- 
tory and railroad, where it was car- 
ried across four or five States to de- 
liver that little package. We have 
been compelled, through competition, 
to deliver goods at certain points, 
and have to do it now. At this meet- 
ing of the varnish men which has 
been referred to, they all were unani 
mous in regard to the delivery of 
varnishes. If that delivery should be 
at some central point; for instance, 
the Eastern men say they will have 
to deliver at Chicago in large lots, 
and at St. Leuis and Cincinnati. 
Further than that they were opposed 
to delivery. As to delivery in small 
lots, sometimes our salesmen have 
agreed to do that, but we have 
charged the freight to the salesman, 
and [tell you it is the best plan in 
the world to break up the habit of 
salesmen—to charge the freight to his 
account and take it out of his salary. 
Tha thas proved the right remedy 
with us,and I believe there would be no 
difficulty in stopping this pernicious 
habit, if other houses would do that. 
I might say that I would apply it to 
other goods as well as varnish. 

The resolution, as read, was unani- 
mously adopted. ; 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution : J : 

Resolved, That the National Associ- 
tion strongly urges on each club rep- 
resented in its membership to use 
every means in their power to increase 
the efficiency and interest in the work 
of their respective clubs. 

W. C. Peale, of Cincinnati, was 
called upon, and discussed the reso- 
lution as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen, this 
certainly is an important question, 
something that interests every club 

on this floor to-day, or not represent- 





ed. If I was president of some col- 
lege and you were students I would 
indulge in a line of thought different 
from this that would prove instruct- 
ive, that you might carry home and 
use for the benefit of your friends and 
clubs. A gentleman said to me to- 
day that their club lacked interest. 
“It seemed impossible to keep it up, 
keep it going, keep it alive and run- 
ninz as it ought tv run. It seems to 
me we want to broaden out in our 
views in running ourclubs. Now you 
develop one side of a man, and you 
get a one-sided man. You go to your 
club and for week after week you dis- 
cuss solely business questions, and 
you get to be one-sided. Now, in 
Cincinnati we have taken a little de- 

arture. We have called upon mem- 

ers to prepare an address to 
be delivered before the associa- 
tion. Perhaps it did not touch 
upon the business of the  as- 
sociation at all. I have noticed that 
some associations in the country have 
entered into the consideration of eco- 
nomical questions that affect the com- 
munity, as well as great questions of 
general interest to the country, and [ 
think at our home clubs there comes 
a time when we may depart from the 
business interests that affect our 
home instead and touch upon those 
other questions. ‘These are questions 
affecting great social interests of our 
country, and I don’t believe it would 
be out of the way oceasinally for our 
home clubs to take up some of these 
other questions that affect our com- 
munity, as well as our nation, and 
discuss them and _ throw light 
upon them. I take this from the 
fact that our constitution starts 
out by saying that the object of 
this association is to create a perma- 
nent social feeling between manufac- 
turers and jobbers. That means, in 
our relations there is to be developed 
a social feeling that something exists 
which can be developed and made 
useful. And just in proportion as I 
have a kindly feeling toward you, can 
take you by the hand and give youa 
warm grip, and honestly look into 
_your manly eye and see the warm and 
good feeling coming out of your 
eyes and sparkling with genuine so- 
‘cial good feeling— justin that propor- 
ition do I feel ready to meet you 
upon the momentous questions that 
‘have been decided by this august 
and important body to-day. Another 
point: The great commercial ques- 
tions that are coming up and have 
been discussed by the papers that 
have been read this morning by my 
f iend over there from St. Louis and 
my friend, Mr. Adams, from New 
England. The question of postal 
laws and emigration, questions of this 
kind that come up are of vital im- 
poitance to our home club. We 
should take up these questions and 
discuss them in this great national 
organization and in the local elubs 
composed of the trained and skilled 
men in the paint, oil and varnish 
trade of this great country. I believe 
if we would depart occasionally from 
pure business principles and good 
methods and consider these great 
general questions that it would bene- 
fit us commercially, and in dealing 
with these questions that affect every 
department of trade in this great 
country cf ours, I believe our minds 
will le broadene.!. We will broaden 
out in our intellectual capacities and 
will take a greater interest in the sub- 
jects that affect us, not only in the 
national organization but in our own 
homsclub But then, again, a perma- 
nent social feeling can be developed. 
It was resolved some time avo in our 
home club that once a year our wives 
and sweethearts should be invited to 
the meeting « nd that we havea grand 
social time, and we would have the 
parlors of th: hotel thrown open, 
and tbat would of itself develop 
us; but, instead, we could be de- 
veloped in another way, When 
woman’s sweet countenance beam 
upon us how does the _ better 
side of man’s nature feels touched, 
and after such @ social gathering he 
goes back the next day to his daily 
toil with the affairs of business, a 
stronger and better business man, to 
exercise the push that he has within 
him, and by that time he feels the 
noble influences of this sweeter side 
of life, urging him on to greater 
achievements in the world. (Laughter 
and applause.) We should engender 
a feeling here that would stimulate us 
to carry out the good work in our 
home club. I believe every club rep- 
sented here ought to make itself felt 
in the solution of all social and eco- 
nomical questions that affect our 
communities and our nation as a 
whole. (Applause.) 

Mr, French, of Philadelphia.—The 
Philadelphia Club succeeded in main- 
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taining interest in affairs that in any 
way pertained to their business, and 
to any local, municipal affairs, etc. 
They have gone through and taken 
an interest in national affairs stuccess- 
fully. Whenever any great movement 
is on foot in Philadeiphia we never 
hesitate sending a delegation to rep- 
resent the Paint Club, and through 
our representative we assist in p1o- 
curing the passage of such laws as 
will benefit the public. We never 
have any trouble in having quorums. 
We never have a meeting without 
having a quorum. The hour is set 
and the people come. We meet gen- 
erally in the morning, about 11 
o’clock, right at midday. as_ it 
were, and men Jeave their business 
and come, because they know we are 
going to transact business, and it is 
going to be to their interest to be pres- 
ent. In that way since the organiza 
tion of the club we have maintained a 
sovial feeling among: the members, 
which I wonld like tosee emulated by 
other clubs. I believe if the motion 
was carried at a meeting of the Phila- 
delphia Club the members «ould re- 
spect it without signing any agree- 
ment. The words of our members are 
sufficiently strong for us torely upon. 
When matters come up before the 
club they are decided by vote, and we 
all know the provisions will be s 
tively carried out and maintained J 
wish all the paint clubs throughout 
the country could get on the same 
footing that the Philadelphia Club is 
on. In our quiet way we have accom- 
plished a great work, and it has 
proved most satisfactory. During 
- uly, August and December we hac 
no meetings, but during every other 
month of the year we meet. There is 
one peculiar feature about the Phila- 
delphia Club which, I am informed, 
does not exist in any of the other 
clubs—that none but principals attend 
the meeting. They are not repre- 
sented by salesmen and clerks, but 
the principals of the house attend 
these meetings, and, in that way, we 
have succeeded in gaining the confi- 
dence of the trade. A few years ago 
we merely knew each other by sight, 
while now we are socially connected 
on equal terms. 

President Lawrence called upon J. 
E. Watson, of Chicago Club, to dis- 
cuss the subject, and Mr. Watson 
said: 

This subject is of very vital import- 
ance to Chicago. I think we have gone 
through an era there in the last two or 
three years which has a 
demonstrated that the successful club 
cannot be earried on if it is wholly 
constructed on party lines, cnly one 
subject for consideration, and that 
trade topics. We came to the conclu- 
sion that the only way to develop any 
interest in the Chicago club was to 
make the social feature more promi- 
nent. Iwas one of a committee to 
get up an entertainment for the Sep- 
tember dinner, and we made rather a 
departure from the other months, and 
our meeting was a howling success 
But I really think, seriously, that 
some step could be taken by the In- 
ternational Association to instill an 
interest in these questions on the part 
of the local club. There is no ques- 
tion but what any one who goes sim- 
ply for the dinner comes away simply 
tilled with the dinner. There should 
be a discussion such as will interest 
every man, no matter whether in the 
paint business or otherwise. Itseems 
to me it would be possible for this as- 
sociation to send out topies for dis- 
cussion by the clubs, that is, a topic 
which would be universally discussed 
all over the country, drop or send in 
subjects to the Secretary, and there 
could be a board e-tablished which 
would select subjects and speakers, 
and, in that way, the discussion could 
be carried on systematically, and they 
could be printed and put into shape 
and sent around to all the different 
clubs, and in that way we could get a 
great deal of benefit which we don’t 
receive now. If possible, I think this 
association should take up some- 
thing of that kind. I hope this mat- 
ter wi!l be discussed prominently by 
members present, because it is of 
vital importance to every city in 
which there is a paint club. 

Mr. Henry Merz, of New York, said ; 
Mr. President, we have had in New 
York always quite a lively interest in 
the work of the club, and have devel- 
oped the social element. We have 
had lately a proposition to join the 
Board of Trade, and in this way use 
the rooms of the Board, and at the 
same time have the immense influ- 
ence of membership in the Board for 
carrying out such projects as we want. 
A committee was appointed to inves- 
tigate this, and while we regarded it 
favorably, still the members were not 
willing to give up the social feature of 


our separate club organizations, which 
they all so much enjoyed. There 
never has been a time when we have 
not had enough business to keep the 
thing going in a tolerably lively way. 
I remember when 1 was President I 
always tried to have some one there 
that could add to the social interest of 
the evening. I would bring a 
friend along who was an excellent 
violinist, or I would have one there 
who was a fine vocalist, or a piano 
player, or a good elocutionist. In this 
way the entertainment was first-class 
and everybody enjoyed themselves. 
I think it would be unfortunate to 
drop that feature and come back and 
have nothing but business. Business 
and eating is a poor entertainment, 
butit is not what you want in such 
organization as we have in these 
clubs. But you want something that 
will make the evening’s business 
pleasant and _ entertaining. And 
it has had the result of beauti- 
fyin our business life, and I 
thin we should look at_ that 
all the time, so ‘hat when we con:e 
out in comp-tition and look eacl. 
othr in the eyes, we do it with confi- 
de:ice in our bus ness associates. I 
t ink this sociai feature is the princ:- 
pal thing that keeps our club together. 
(Ap plause.) 

Mr. Newton.—My views coincide 
very closely with the others of the 
New England Club. We have tried at 
one time to have it all business, but 
that didn’t work, and our attendance 
fe!l off. Then we tried the social ele- 
ment and the attendance built up im- 
mediately, so that we have come to 
the conclusion that both are needed. 
The social element of our club is one 
of the delightful parts of it. We do 
have a very jolly, pleasant time. We 
have become now so well acquainted 
with each other that we always do as 
Mr. Merz suggested: try to bring in 
some one who can add to the enter- 
tainment. At the last meeting we had 
a very fine entertainment. Such 
things, I think, will build up the at- 
tendance in anv club and keep it up. 

Mr. Waterall.—I would just like to 
present one view that it seems to me 
has been omitted. The intellectual 
side and the social side have been 
touched upon, but I desire to refer to 
the moral side of the paint club life. 
When this association started out the 
general idea w::s that its purpose was 
to suppress trade abuses. Every 

article of unfair competition has 

een brushed aside, and we are mak- 
ing the paint trade more desirable for 
the next generation. Ihave two boys 
I am training for the paint trade, and 
I believe that the Philadelphia Paint 
Club and every properly conducted 
paint club is helping to improve the 
condition of things, so that I know 
my boys in the future will be asso- 
ciated more with manly men and 
g-ntlemen. 

Mr. Sewell, of Kansas City.—This 
is che first meeting that I have at- 
tended, and I came here to listen to 
words of wisdom from others and 
profit by them. Our club is very 
small, and our meetings have not been 
too well attended. We started in 
having a business meeting entirely, 
but made a change about a year ago, 
and now have a banquetat each meet- 
ing, and our membershij: has been 
larger since that time. 

Mr. Brownell.—If we did not have a 
banquet we could not get anybody to 
come. 

Mr. Whitelaw, of St. Louis.—Mr. 
Chairman and Gentlemen: We have 
had very much the same experience 
as the rest of you have had. We have 
tried various things to enliven the in- 
terest in our association. We have 
frequently had these entertainments 
spoken of—an elocutionist or some 
local celebrity. I remember at one 
time we had a very successful meet- 
ing with Mr. Gus. Thomas as our 
guest, the author of ‘‘ Ali Baba’”’ and 
other plays. I think we are perfectly 
justified in bringing every conceiv- 
able thing to bear upon tnese meet- 
ings which will add to their interest 
and which will attract our member- 
ship, and we do not altogether lose 
sight of the business feature. 

Mr. Nevins.—I think the Pittsburgh 
Club will profit by what we have 
heard here this afternoon. We have 
devoted ourselves entirely to business. 
I think from this time on we will take 
some means to have an entertainment 
that has been spoken of here. 

The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

The following resolution was read 
and unanimously adopted without 
discussion: 

Kesoivet, That the President urge 
upon local clubs the importance of 
bringing to his attention any question 
that they may deem of sufficient in- 
terest to the trade, and that thesame 
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shall be communicated to all the clubs 
in the association, through the Secre- 
tary. 

The following resolution was read 
and unanimously adopted without 
discussion : 

Resvived, That this association 
heartily approves of the recommend- 
ation and work of the Committee on 
Postal Laws ani Regulations, and 
that they also heartily sipport the 
measure. 

The following resolution was read 
and unanimously adopted without 
discussion : 

Rexoived, That the Secretary be in- 
structed to make due acknowledge- 
ment to those manufacturers who 
have abolished the charge for pack- 
ages on lamp-black, whiting. ete. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolutions : 

Rsulved, That it is the sense of this 
association that all local clubs be rec- 
ommended to inform themselves re- 
garding the different credit schemes 
now in use by various clubs, and to 
adopt such features as may seem ad- 
vantageous, 

Resvived, That it is not deemed ad- 
visable at the present time to under- 
take anything in the nature of a Na- 
tional Credit Bureau. 

The President called upon Mr. 
Whitelaw to open the subject of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Whitelaw, of St. Louis.—I have 
been very much interested in what I 
have heard since I came here regard- 
ing this subject. I am free to say we 
have tried this matter in St. Louis. 
We organized a credit department of 
our club and carried it along forsome 
two or three years, had quite an ex- 
perience, but finally were obliged to 
abandon it because we were not re- 
ceiving business in proportion to its 
cost. In fact, it had become so de- 
generate that it was of little or no 
use, and it was impossible to obtain 
from it the information we desired. 
The fact that the customer’s name 
was sent around through the club by 
an agent, and each firm was repre- 
sented by a number, and they would 
put down their knowledge of this 
number, particular customer, in the- 
ory seems to be very fine, but in 
actual practice, I regret to say, 
there was a disposition to cover 
up a good deal that they knew 
about such a customer, and the book- 
keeper or the credit man were too 
busy to give it the attention that it 
deserved, and it became almost a 
farce and so we discontinued it. We 
have learned, however, since we have 
tried it, of some clubs which have 
credit systems of great advantage. 
Now, that is what we are here from 
St. Louis for, to learn about different 
schemes and adopt them if they are 
of advantage. Ido not think myself, 
as the resolution states there, that it 
would be advisable for this associa- 
tion to undertake to establish a mer- 
cantile agency covering the whole 
United States in our line of business. 
I consider this an occupation by itself. 
I should be very much opposed to 
starting an insurance company com- 
posed exclusively of oil and paint 
manufacturers aud dealers. I would 
object to going into any business 
other than our own, but if any local 
organization, as members of this as- 
sociation, have features which they 
have used successfully, why, I don’t 
know any reason, if the thing is good 
for New England, New York and Pitts- 
burgh, why it should not work equally 
well in St. Louis or Chicago. 

Mr. French. —The Philadelphia 
Paint Club tried three different sys- 
tems, and the last one seemed to be 
successful. It is worked by the 
members sending names of any 
one deemed undesirable to extend 
credit to to the Secretary, whether 
he owes for goods or not. If 
he is an undesirable customer, 
you know of him and you frown 
him down. His name is sent to the 
Secretary, and these reports are sent 
in at least once a month, or more fre- 
quently if desired. They are then 
sent by the Secretary with the num- 
ber of the house—each house being 
designated by a number and from 
the numbers the members are at lib- 
erty to give information regarding 
the names of the party whose name 
has beensentin. We have found this 
plan to work admirably, and it was 
only on Tuesday of last week a list 
went out from two of the houses and 
was sent to the various members. 
One member, who got it in the next 
morning’s mail threw it to one side 
and decided not to look itover. On 
second thought he decided it would 
be better to look it over. He discov- 
ered onit one man who had sent an 
order to him and whose goods had 
been shipped on Monday. He got the 
house over the telephone and found 
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that the party whose name appeared 
on the list had purchased a bill of 
goods and had not _paid for it, and 
suit had been entered forit. Fearing 
there was some personal reason for it 
he then called on the house and got 
full information; then went to the 
railroad and telegraphed to the com- 

any, and his goods were returned to 

hiladelphia, n that way he saved 
over $80. The plan is very simple 
and very effective. 

Mr. Vrooman.—I would like Mr. 
French to explain what it costs to con- 
duct this bureau, and what is the 
method of determining the expense. 

Mr. French.—It is sent out at the 
expense of the members. The Secre- 
tary mails the information to the 
members and pays the postage on it, 


and charges that to the organization. | 


It is merely the cost of an amanuensis 
or type-writer for writing these names 
out. This is nominal. The paint 
club bears the expense. 

Mr. Vrooman.—Where does the 
compensation of the Secretary come 
from? 

Mr. French.—It is voluntary. 

Mr. Andrews.—Do they have some 
one in the paint trade as secretary, or 
is it some one outside? 

Mr. French.—We have a member of 
the paint trade as secretary. The 
secretary of the club acts, and has 
charge of the credit system. 

Mr. Watson.—Are these notices 
sent out each day or just when the 
names come in. They are sent out 
regularly once a month or more fre- 
quently if names come in. If mem- 
bers return the names at any time 
they are immediately sent for the 
benefit of the members of the paint 
elub. 

Mr. Bassett, of Cincinnati.—Our ex- 

erience has been exactly as it was at 
St. Louis. We have a credit system, 
which, after working ei hteen months 
or two years, finally died, and we 
abandoned it. We, also, found it very 
expensive. At the last meeting of the 
Cincinnati Club there was a commit- 
tee appointed to look into the differ- 
ent ways that the credit system was 
carried on by the different clubs. I 
happened to be a member of the com- 
mittee, and we have adopted, or are 
going to adopt at our next meeting, 
a credit system which will be some- 
thing similar to that of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Waterall.—I would like to add 
one word: That the practical useful- 
ness of the credit system is the out- 
come of the confidence of its members 
one with another. By helping each 
other they help themselves. 

Mr. French.—I would like to state 
that we do not call it a ‘“‘black’’ list; 
we simply call it a credit list. It is 
not necessary for a man to be in ar- 
rears, as I understand, or in default 
of payment, before his name is on the 
list. If in any way he is undesirable 
for credit his name is put on the list 
which we term the credit list. 

Mr. Elmendorf.—The Credit Bureau 
in New York has worked admirably 
as far as my own experience goes. 
We do not report on any person who 
is not a delinquent. In fact we go so 
far as not to put them on what we call 
the “black list” until we have tried 
the courts, and if we fail there we put 
them on the “ black list.” We havea 
form. Wessay, ‘‘ By resolution of the 
Credit Bureau of the Paint Club of 
New York: “If you do not settle your 
bill after ten days’ notice your name 
will be handed to the. club to be list- 
ed.’”’ ‘ihat we send out on our own 
letter head signed by the house. The 
second letter is sent out under the sig- 
nature of our Secretary, and if the 
customer don’t answer it his name is 
put on the list. That list is sent to 

every member of the club once a 
month, and has had the effect of 
bringing some very slow men, who, 
perhaps, are not very able to pay, but 
will get up if they manage their af- 
fairs right; it has made them better 
business men, made them collect their 
own bills promptly and pay their 
bills promptly. In that way we have 
obtained amounts that would be 
perfectly surprising to you. Accounts 
that have been posted to profit and 
loss account have been paid because 
the customers knew they were indebt- 
ed to us and had to pay. No one 
knows what means are used by the 
Secretary for the purpose of getting 
rid of the law. One party thought he 
could make up pay for ruining his 
character when he was indebted to 
eight or nine parties in the same line 
of trade. His attorney advised him 
that he had better not sue. The credit 
system has worked well, and I be- 
lieve that if that credit system could 
be enlarged by correspondence with 

each other it would help. 

Mr. Waterall—How far do you 
carry that; if a man is indebted to 
some of the other clubs and has re- 








fused payment of some of his bills, 
legally or otherwise, and you have 
put him on the black list, would you 
ever refuse to sell him for cash? 

Mr. Elmendorf —No, sir. I think a 
man would be very foolish to refuse 
to sell a man a bill of goods for cash. 

Mr. Whitelaw.—When you send out 
this second letter would the names of 
the members of the association appear 
in that letter? 

Mr. Elmendorf.—No, sir. 

Mr. Bassett.—I would like to ask 
Mr. Elmendorf after a name has been 
reported to the Secretary, and there 
is no way to compel payment, are 
members of the club under any obli- 
gation in selling? 

Mr. Elmendorf.—They are under 
no agreement not to sell. 

Mr. Richardson.—The New Eng- 
land Club has discussed the matter of 
a National Credit Bureau, and after 
weighing it carefully they arrived at 
the conclusion that at present it was 
not advisable, but they did think 
that it was wise to adopt what might 
be termed a New England Credit 
Bureav. Parties becoming members 
of that Credit Bureau sign an agree- 
ment that they will send in the names 
of the delinquents who would not 
pay after reasonable means had been 
resorted to to collect the bills; that 
they would give the members of the 
club the benefit of those named. 

We have a Secretary to whom we 
pay $50 a year. The committee that 
is termed the Committee of Credit 
Bureau, consists of three persons and 
meets once a month, or oftener if the 
case requires it. Each member of the 
Credit Bureau sends to the Secretary 
the names of the delinquent debtors, 
They are placed before this committee, 
who examines them to see if it is 
right to put them on what you term a 
list. The Secrecary is instructed to 
send out to these delinquents a letter, 
advising them, unless the account is 
paid within so many days, that their 
names will be placed on the list, and 
they will not be entitled to buy goods 
on credit. When the list goes out the 
names of every member of the credit 
bureau is printed on it, so as to know 
who the parties are, and that no one 
will give that customer credit until 
after the account has been adjusted 
in some satisfactory way. This letter 
gives ten days or two weeks’ notice 
of action beingtaken. If the account 
is not settled then the customer is not 
entitled to credit. These sheets go to 
every member of the credit bureau. 
They keep a booh on which the names 
of every one of these delinquents 
is placed, and it is a handy 
book of reference at any time. 
I presume the number of delinquents 
on these books amount to perhaps 250 
or 300 at the present time, and out of 
these 250 and 300 delinquents we have 
made many fairly good cash custom- 
ers; (unless they send to New York or 
Philadelphia) they can get no credit 
in the New England trade. This sec- 
ond letter that goes out gives them an 
opportunity to pay. We give every 
customer who mukes some good ex- 
cuse and shows a disposition to settle, 
we allow him further time. When a 
party’s name goes on that black list 
it stays there until some settlement 
has been made. If a party makes a 
settlement and pays 50 or 75 cents on 
a dollar, you are bound to reinstate 
him, but when that reinstatement is 
made the party that asks to have him 
reinstated, you put a red star against 
the name of the customer, which 
means that if he is trusted after that 
no fault must be found with the Credit 
Bureau. The agreements are all 
signed and they are lived up to faith- 
fully. Each member of the Bureau 
pays 45a year. We keep arecord of 
the men and that is presented to the 
Credit Bureau, and a record is made 
annually of how much money has 
been collected in this way. We 
can often collect money through 
this bureau that we cannot col- 
lect through legal proceedings. You 
see what a background we have 
on that book; we have 200 to 300 
names, and if an order comes in we 
get our information from the Credit 
Bureau and not from the Mercantile 
Agency. The Mercantile Agency is 
allright in its place, but I consider 
such a credit bureau of more import- 
ance than a mercantile agency. 

Mr. Evans.—I would like to ask if 
that system has ever been given to an 
attorney for his opinion in regard to 
the liability of members? 

Mr. Richardson.—Yes, it has. If a 
man does not pay, you have the right 
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to a that, ao ae opinion, he is not 
—_ ed to credit. That is all there is 
oO it. 

The resolution as read was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The President.—At this time the 
President will appoint the following 









as the committee on place of next 
meeting: Henry Merz, ot New York, 
Chairman; Howard B. French, of 
Philadelphia; Walter Evans, of St. 
Louis; S. M. Bassett, of Cincinnati; 
A. G. Cox, of Chicago; A. T. Brow- 
nell, of Boston; W. B. Suydam, of 
Pittsburgh. 

The meeting adjourned until10 A. mM. 
November 22, 1893. 





THIRD SESSION. 
Wednesday, Nov. 22, 1893. 

The third session of the association 
was called to order in the Convention 
Ha!l of the Monongahela House at 10 
o’clock, A. M., by President Law- 
rence. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution : 

Resvived, That we reaffirm the posi- 
tion previously taken by this associa- 
tion on the subject of adulterated 
linseed oil, and inasmuch as this as- 
sociation is not competent to effect- 
ively stop this harmful business, we 
call upon the National Linseed Oil 
Co., the National Lead Co. and other 
linseed oil crushers to take this mat- 
ter in hand as well worthy their at- 
tention, and ask them to use their 
best efforts to stop this traffic. 

The President.—I will ask Mr. Sher- 
wood, of Cleveland, to describe to us 
some of his bitter experience in the 
matter of the adulteration of linseed 
oil. There ought to be a full discus- 
sion on this point. 

Mr. Sherwood.—Of course we have 
no complaint whatever from linseed 
oil sold from the manufacturer, 
neither do I think we have any com- 


plaint whatever from linseed oil 
sold in barrels that have the 
manufacturer’s brand upon them. 


The linseed oil men of Cleveland have 
advertised the matter very strongly, 
and have offered a reward of $500 for 
any linseed oil selling under their 
brand proven to be adulterated. At 
the same time that does not appear to 
be doing much good. We also have 
the complaints from the different 
manufacturers—some rich manufac- 
turers in fact. ‘they seemingly are 
not so particular in regard to the 
brand; they buy on account of the 
price. The only remedy is for manu- 
facturers and reputable jobbers to 
advertise advising people not to buy 
linseed oil without it has the brand of 
the manufacturer upon the barrel 
It now remains to be seen what will 
be done to remedy the trouble. 

President Lawrence called upon Mr. 
Cox, of Chicago. 

Mr. Cox.—We have never had but 
one experience that I remember. 
There is one concern we bought oil of, 
“strictly pure linseed oil’ that turned 
out to be about 40 °F adulteration. 

Mr. Waterall, of Philadelphia. —I 
have very much at heart the fair fame 
of Philadelphia, and I trust we shall 
not attempt to create any false senti- 
ment. ‘that the evil of adulterating 
linseed oil is a most serious one in our 
community, and has been for ten 
years, is beyond doubt. But I wish 
to be distinctly understood in saying 
I have no knowledge of having re- 
ceived a single barrel of linseed oil 
from any manufacturer in this coun- 
try that was adulterated. I feel per- 
fectly safe in oe that no mem- 
ber of the Philadelphia Club would 
put his name on a barrel of oil that 
they didn’t know to be pure. ‘That is 
the position every dealer should take. 

The President.—We would like to 
hear from Mr. Evans, of St. Louis, as 
to the linseed oil crushers and other 
distributers. 

Mr. Evans.—I think so far we have 
had only two cases that concerned us 
—one in Texas and one in Iowa. One 
was a small shipment and the other a 
large shipment. We found a car-load 
lot had been distributed in different 
parts of 'l'exas, and we would receive 
samples of the oil back that were any- 
thing but the oil that wentout. We 
cannot prove who did it, and we con- 
sequently can take no action in the 
matter. The case in lowa was simply 
the shipment of a few barrels, and we 
do not know how the difficulty oc- 
curred there. We simply know the 
oil had been adulterated after it left 
our hands. We would like very much 
to get at some way in which the adul- 
teration of linseed oil under the 
brands of the manufacturers or honest 
dealers may be proven. I know of no 
way in which it can be done. Of 
course, we would prosecute any per- 
son whom we could prove guilty of 
an act of that kind, but the practise 
seems to be growing, and [ have no 
doubt it is in different parts of the 


watch our own interests in the best 
way and try to prevent our brand 
from adulteration. 

The President called upon Mr. New-' 
ton, of New England. 

Mr. Newton—So far as I know we 
have experienced no trouble. There 
was at one time some trouble with 
spirits of turpentine, but you know 
we have a man in New England, full 
of energy, who has rooted out this 
trouble in the turpentine business, 
and I believe he has succeeded in 
stopping it coming there. 

The President.—We would be glad 
to hear from other sections. Asfaras 
it has been developed it would seem 
this trouble starts at one end of the 
line at Philadelphia, and at the other 
end at Cleveland, otherwise a sort of 
shoe string boomerang course, and 
both cities meet in Pittsburgh. I 
would like to ask Mr. Day, of Warren, 
Ohio, a linseed oil crusher, to give his 
experience. 

Mr. Day, of Ohio.—Mr. President, I 
am not prepared to speak on this mat- 
ter. I did not know it was to be dis- 
enssed. I think the gentleman from: 
Philadelphia, Mr. Waterall, has given 
us the keynote in this whole matter. 
There is nothing made in this country 
without a demand for it exists, As 
long as the dealers in linseed oil want 
to buy that kind of stuff there will be 
somebody to make itfor them. We 








country by people who seek to ad- 
vance their own interest in the mat- 
ter and have made harm. I have no 
suggestion to offer. I do not know 
really what can be done, We simply 


have seut out circular after cir- 
cular to our trade—that is to the small 
trade, as we did not think it necessary 
to send out circulars to the large 
trade—warning them against adul- 
terated oil, doing everything except 
giving the name of the people who 
did it, and advising them, under no 
circumstances, to buy their oil of “~- 
body but reputable dealers and job- 
bers, and from tirst hand. In some in- 
stances these circulars have had a 
good effect. Some people have been 
careful about them. Some don’t want 
to sell adulterated articles Iam safe 
to suy that so far as my experience 
goes, the large majority in this coun- 
try wants to sell the article that pays 
the most profit. They don’t care 
whether it is straight goods or crooked 
goods if they can get it off on their 
buyers. 1, myself, personally traced 
a barrel of oil from the shop, and the 
mixed paint mauufacturer to the 
seller. It was a barrel of raw oil that 
had our brand seraped off, and 
“boiled” printed on, and that oil had 
never been near the tire, and never 
been heated in any way except by 
the addition of some litile dryer. £ 
called the man’s attention to it, and 
he said he would never buy any more 
oil of that man, but would sent it 
back. I said I wanted to prosecute 
this man selling oil under our brand, 
and shall want your evidence, but he 
would not give it. Weare working 
against this matter continuously. 

The President.—I will call upon Mr. 
Billinger, President of the Mast& 
House Painters’ Association of the 
United States, fur his opinion on this 
subject. : 

Mr. Ballinger.—Mr. President and 
gentlemen, | had very little thought 
that I should be called upon to speak 
in this part of the ceremony, but in- 
asmuch as you call upon me I sup- 
pose it becomes my uuty to say a 
word. I reaily think Mr. Waterall, of 
Philadelphia, has struck the key-nocte 
of the situation, and that is to educate 
the men all along tue line, that if they 
want pure goods they must go to re- 
putable, responsible manutacturers, 
where you know that if you pay a 
first-class price you get ua first-rate 
article. I have had no trouble what- 
ever in the last five years. 1 did have 
some trouble with one barrel, which 
was corrected and made right, and 
the mistake was satisfactorily ex- 
plained tome. {always ask for the 
best and am willing to pay for the 
best, and as far as the difference of 
price t» the Master Painter of three, 
tour, five or even ten cents a gallon, 
it is the smallest part of the con- 
sideration. Now, in regard to the 
reference made vy Mr. Waterall that 
the painters should take this matter 
up—I am glad to hear that come from 
oue of the members of your National 
Association, because IL understand 
the association is going to take this 
matter up and discuss it at its next 
convention. After all this it comes 
down to a question of honesty as be- 
tween the men we are dealing with. 

The President.—I am sure we are 
all very glad to hear of this stand 
taken by the representative of this 
large and intlueutial body of Master 
House Painters and Decvratois’ As- 
sociation of the United States. We 
have also with us to-day the Vice- 
President of the Pennsylvania State 
Association, Mr. P. J. Brankin, whom 
I will call upon. 


Mr. Braukin.—Mr, President and 
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Gentlemen: I am sincerely thankful 
for the opportunity of speaking here. 
I consider it a great honor and great 
innovation in your association, and I 
hope it will be an example followed 
in our association to extend an invi- 
tation to those with whom we deal to 
attend the meetings of our organ- 
ization and help us consider these im- 
— subjects. The point that has 
een made by Mr. Waterall I would 

like to differ from slightly by say- 
ing that even the rogues in our 
business do not want cheap stuff. 
There are so many of them that can 
buy the best stuff and not pay for it 
that they don’t want the cheap goods. 
(Laughter and applause.) I want also 
to say that he led me into a strange 
thought—that there are other people 
who want cheap stuff beside the 
oe and that is the cheap seller. 

he painter in most cases wants the 
best, although there are exceptions 
among painters as there are among 
manufacturers. 

The President.—I would like to hear 
from the National Linseed Oil Com- 
pany, and I will call upon Mr. Hall, 
of Chicago, to give us his views. 

Mr. A. O. Hall, of Chicago.—If I re- 
member rightly, Mr. President and 
gentlemen, when this subject was 
first introduced into the Paint and 
Oil Club the National Linseed Oil 
Company was requested to contribute 
to afund for the sake of analyzing 
any linseed oil that might be adult- 
erated. I believe we contributed to 
that fund, and, at the same time, we 
employed a first-class chemist. We 
kept this chemist for about a yearora 
year and a half, and gave out indus- 
triously that if any consumer had lin- 
seed oil that they had any suspicion 
of, if they sent samples to us, we 
would analyze them without charge, 
and give them the results of the anal- 
ysis. 1 believe that during all the 
time we had this chemist employed 
we received from paint manufacturers 
and other dealers one sample that 
they wished analyzed, and that one 
came from one barrel of a car-load that 
was sent out into Wisconsin, a car-load 
of boiled oil. Our chemist analyzed 
it and found it to contain 40 °% of adul- 
teration, mostly neutral oil, which 
looks very much like linseed oil. Of 
course, the party in Wisconsin who 
purchased that car-lot of oil for one 
cent a gallon less than the market 
thought he was getting something 
very nice, but it turned back on the 
a of whom he bought. And it 

as been the experience of most of 
those fellows that are adulterating 
oil. They come out with a blazing 
fine brand of linseed oil, and, I be- 
lieve, without exception, that after 
they sell a customer once, that is the 
last of it, and that there is not one of 
them that was in the adulterating 
business in Chicago two years ago in 
it to-day. It is akind of a boomerang 
that comes back on them. So far as 
this adulteration of linseed oil is con- 
cerned, of course the National Lin- 
seed Oil Company is heartily in sym- 
pathy with whatever action this asso 
ciation may take towards rectifying 
this matter, and if it is a question of 
contributing to a fund, or aiding in 
any way, we are only too glad to give 
our money and our labor in bringing 
about a remedy. 

Mr. Elliott.—I think what Mr. Hall 
said illustrates another feature of 
this question. He said he had onl 
one application for the test of oil. 
That shows, to my mind, that you 
can’t impose upon dealers, and that 
they know enough to buy their sup- 
plies of people who will furnish nothing 
but pure linseed oil. 

Vhe President called upon Mr. 
Goshorn, of Cincinnati, as represent- 
ing the National Lead Company, to 
speak upon the subject. 

Mr. Goshorn.—In our section we 
have had no trouble whatever with 
adulterated oil, and I don’t know of 

‘ but one instance where we have had 
any complaint whatever, and that 
was investigated. We have made up 
our minds that the best policy is 
to educate the painters to a test of 
linseed oil, and, in all cases where we 
have had an opportunity, we have 
given the painters a test, so that if 
they desired to purchase pure linseed 
oil they could always get it by using 
that test. I think there is no adul- 
terated linseed oil sold in Cincinnati. 
We have found this plan to be very 
successful in other parts of the 
country. Wherever our men travel 
they use this, and have endeavored to 
teach the painters. I think if this 
Association would pass a resolution 
requesting the dealers and manufac- 
turers of oil to issue some test of oil 
and circulate it among all the paint- 
ers, it would be the quickest way to 
prevent any adulterated oil being 
placed upon the market, I don’t 





know of any other way we could do it. 

Mr. Chas, Richardson, of Boston.— 
This morning’s discussion has been 
one of education. We have no trou- 
ble now in starting out on a broader 
line than we have ever been able to 
before. We started first with a few 
thoughts considered by all gentlemen 
interested in the paint business. Were 
all your master painters really edu- 
cated up toa standard with linseed 
oil is one factor of great importance, 
and that it should be bought with 
caution, and every opportunity given 
them to know where those things can 
be purchased. We have advocated in 
our personal business the plan of hav- 





ing manufacturers’ and crushers’ 
name on the barrel. Wedo not ig- 
nore in any way the principle that 
any dealer may adopt the same plan 
if he wishes to assume the responsibi- 
lity, but we feel it is better to buy oil 
from a responsible crusher and let us 
endorse him. We would rather be 
the endorser than be principal. You 
can’t carry this out fully so that vou 
may may not be imposed upon, but I 
believe these are two points in our 
favor. And another point in our favor 
would be to advertise in some way to 
the painters that they must buy their 
oil from legitimate crushers and deal- 
ers. Another important point has been 
suggested from Philadelphia, which, 
I think, we should carry out, and that 
is, when you empty a barrel to cancel 
the brands and names. I think that 
is‘a good point. I am happy to have 
the master painters represent d heie 
to-day to co-operate with us, and let 
us co-operate with them. We know 
the difficulties that they labor under. 
I will illustrate: A few months ago a 
gentleman told me that there had 
been some new methed adopted in 
the paint business, and asked me if 
I knew that kerosene oil was being 
used. I said, ‘‘No, sir; that is too 
much for any man to know.” He 
says: ‘‘I had a man come in to see 
me who wanted to know the price 
of kerosene oil, and I gave him 
the price—eight cents.’’ Says he, 
‘*Haven’t you got something 
cheaper?” ‘ Why, yes; but it is not 
desirable for you to buy it, for we 
don't believe in selling oil of that 
character. It is not good enough.” 
The man says, ‘‘I don’t want it for 
burning, but I have ta! en a contract 
for painting a building pretty cheap, 
and I want something cheaper than 
that, and I want a barrel of that to 
mix with my linseed oil.’’’ Now, 
when you educate the painter you 
educate that man. I know the master 
painter will co-operate with us. When 
au man wants linseed oil instead of 
kerosene oil we want to mark the 
man. ‘The brands on the barrel don’t 
always avoid the trouble. I havea 
letter from a consumer of oil who 
said it was not satisfactory. but that 
it was adulterated. I told him the 
oil was sold in good faith, and if he 
would find the maker’s name on the 
barrel we would correct it; that it was 
sold as ‘‘strictly pure linseed oil,’’ 
and if he would guarantee me he had 
not manipuiated it, we would see what 
could be done. We brought him to 
the store and he explained the matter. 
He said, ‘‘This painter is making a 
great deal of trouble; he :nows all 
about it, and I can’t sell the oil.” I 
says, ‘‘The best thing is to return the 
oil. You return the oil at your ex- 
pense, not ours.” We didn’t propose 
to go any expense at the education of 
that man and jump ata conclusion. 
It came back, and we _ substituted 
other oil for it. At the same time I 
told the customer I would like to sub- 
mit a little test for his painter. The 
painter had said that any oil that 
didn’t have a particular brand on 
would not go with him. I thought 
that was rather hard on the thirty or 
forty honorable dealers, nevertheless 
I was willing to put the test. When 
the barrel of oil came back, in the 
presence of witnesses, I took out a 
sample, put it into a bottle and 
marked it. 1 went to one of mv 
neighbors and removed the bung and 
took a sample of oil and stamped the 
bottle. I then obtained two other 
brands of oil, put them in the same 
sized bottles, packed them up, and 
marked them on the bottom in the 
presence of witnesses, and then I 
asked the customer to submit these 
samples to his painter, and let him 
decide, if he was an expert in the bus- 
iness, which was the pure and best 
oil. In a few days afterwards I got 
the gentleman’s report. He said, 
‘This is the best; this is next; this is 
next; and this is the poorest.”” Now, 
it is a pretty funny circumstance, but 
the sample of oil he pronouuced the 
best was from the barrel he had 
rejected, and the sample of oil he 
ronounced the poorest was taken 
rom the barrel which he said was the 


only brand of pure Jinseed oil made. 
This problem is worthy of careful 
consideration. I think it should be 
understood by us all that we will try 
and send out to our trade some 
method by which they can be edu- 
cated up, and in this way we can 
drive out this imposition. 

Mr. Waterall.—Just one brief re- 
mark. This convention, so fur, has 
been remarkably free from anything 
personal, and I trust my friends, the 
master painters, distinctly understand 
me when I speak of this being re- 
ferred to them. My own experience 
in the paint business has taught me 
that linseed oil is the best friend of 
the painter, the best friend of the 
paint dealers and paint manufact- 
urers. 

Mr. Vrooman, of Chicago.—Mr. 
President, our club is so broad that 
we take everybody in—oil men, brok- 
ers, paint men, varnish men and even 
white lead men. We get them in there 
and we infuse into them our high 
standards of morality. We teach them 
that if they adulterate this pure lin- 
seed oil which the crushers make they 
can never hope to have a heart, and 
They go out and behave themselves. 
In Chicago we have very little trouble 
in liuseed oil by our reputable 
crushers. I don’t remember for 
years of having any complaints, but I 
think in this discussion one point has 
been overlooked, aud that is, the so- 
called paint oils on the market. I 
think that is where nine-tenths of our 
trouble comes in. There are many 
houses working a trade on these paint 
oils. It is unnecessary to call names, 
and I am not here to ask any of them. 
I simply mention it, hoping it may 
help to solve the difficulty. The 
large dealer will buy five barrels of 
linseed oil and he will buy one barrel 
of paint oil, with the name on it. I 
don’t know where the paint oil goes, 
but he soon wants another barrel of 
it. 

Mr. French.—The gentleman from 
Chicago stated that they had no 
trouble, and yet they have intimated 
that thev have the same proportion of 
adulteration in Chicago as in Phila- 
delphia. During all this interesting 
discussion, Mr. Chairman, there has 
been no remedy suggested so far as [ 
have heard. ‘Lhe thought has come 
into my mind could there not be a 
remedy? As we have practical linseed 





oil men among us, I would like to ask, 
if it is not feasible to put a seal on the 
bung and depress the centre of the 
bung, run a wire through the stays— 
a bung that could be copy-righted 
and sealed in this depression. Would 
not that obviate the difficulty? In 
case the seal was broken it would show 
the barrel had heen opened or tam- 
pered with in some way. I think that 
would be a solution of the trouble. 

Mr. Andrews.—My friend seems to 
be desirous, and I presume everybod 
else is, to find out Some way in which 
this difficulty can be remedied, not 
only in purchasing linseed oil, but 
other lines as well. The linseed oil 
business is not the only thing that is 
abused. In our business we have a 
brand that sells extensively in one of 
the large jobbing cities, but we have 
one large jobber who has sold a great 
many barrels of a certain line of 
goods, and they were simply branded 
and bought of some body else. Now, 
it seems to me the way to secure this 
end is by trying to get legislation in 
the different States making it punish- 
able by imprisonment as well as a fine 
for tampering with another’s labels or 
brands, or the contents of packages 
which are sent out by any manutac- 
turer, It is certain you can create 
new morals or new honesty in the 
nanufacturer, jobber or painter. 
‘here is no question but what the job- 
ber and dealer are largely responsible 
for this sort of thing. Justas long as 
the jobber, or dealer, or painter can 
make an additional profit there will 
be a temptation to do this. 

The resolution, as read, was unan- 
imously adopted. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution, which, on motion of Mr. 
Waterall, was unanimously adopted: 

Kesulved, That the Vice President 
of this association still continue as a 
committee for the analysis of inspect- 
ed linseed oil. 

The Secretary read the following re- 
solution : 

Resolved, That we recommend to all 
local paint clubs the continuation of 
their efforts to eliminate the traffic in 
adulterated turpentine. 

Mr. Richardson.—Gentlemen of the 
National Association, so many ques- 
tions of vital importance come up that 
I feel it my duty to speak upon them. 
The work that has been accomplished 
up to this time by the agitation of 
this subject by local clubs has been 
of great benefit. We have driven 


out of New England the practice 
of the adulteration of turpentine 
that comes from the South. We 
have made very thorough investi- 
gation of this matter. We have an 
underground telegraph. I have a 
communication every little while giv- 
ing me the facts in relation to the 
shipment of turpentine from the 
South. I hold in my possession the 
names of the parties who ship it from 
the South. I know the railroad over 
which the adulterated turpentine 
goes, and I know the marks upon the 
barrels and I know the parties who 
receive it. I have the letters about as 
soon as the turpentine is shipped and 
know what is being shipped from time 
to time. Now, we must educate our 
people up to buying their turpentine 
of regular houses, instead of irregular 
ones. This matter of the adulteration 
of turpentine is very serious. Some- 
times they sell it to druggists and 
it may be used as medicine, andgif 
they use this adulterated turpentine it 
may produce very serious results. 
We must look beyond the simple fact 
that it is used for paint purposes. 
Any system or method that can be 
adopted that will warn us that the ar- 
ticle is adulterated we should take ad- 
vantage of. I have endeavored to 
make the test with the hydrometer. 
For many years I think that has been 
the most satisfactory and easiest to 
apply, but later on 1 tind there has 
been some manipulation in the manu- 
facture of the turpentine by which 
I am not ful y satisiied with the work 
of the hydrometer, and I am a little 
in doubt as to whether anything we 
have up to this time is exactly adapted 
for testing turpentine accurately. 
You may be satistied it is not right, 
but yet you can’t tell by the test. 1 
have had turpentine sent me from the 
West and tue Middle States and the 
South, and I have tested it and I have 
given back the report. Now, it is im- 
portant that we get the factors down 
South to co-operate with us in this 
matter. When [I first bro ght this 
subject up they thought I had some 
axe to grind against them. I have in 
my possession letters from France, 
England and Russia, asking me if I 
could give them names of parties in 
the United States with whom they 
co ld place their orders for turpen- 
tine, and I have replied to these fac- 
tors. Here is a point for you. I 
would give them the address and say, 
‘You must attend to the rest of the 
business, and do your best to keep up 
the reputation of the United States 
for honesty in these goods, and also 
protect the foreigners from this impo- 
sition.’ It is co-operation we desire, 
and we must co-operate to thatextent. 

Mr. Wilson.—I Understand these 
meetings are for the purpose of cor 
recting abuses in the trade. 1 would 
like to ask why this association should 
not be acquainted with the names of 
those persons who ship and receive 
these goods, that this information 
might be a safeguard for us. No one 
here desires adulterated turpentine, 
and it won’t be any advertisement 
for the sale of it and it may p’event 
some of the members of this associa- 
tion from being ‘imposed upon by 
these shippers. 1 have been informed 
that the Board of ''rade of Savannah 
and Wilmington will: co-operate in 
the suppression of this evil. If they 
could be given the evidence of ship- 
pers of adulterated spirits of turpen- 
tine they would take measures to pre- 
vent it. If there is not some good 
reason why they should not have 
these names I would like to call upon 
Mr. Richardson to give the names of 
the shippers and receivers in P .ila- 
delphia. : 

Mr. Richardson.—In replying to our 
friend from Philadelphia I would say 
these matters were given to me 
in confidence and I canno: give 
the names out. We get the 
information from different sources 
and the letters are under different 
dates. I am directly and indirectly 
notitied as to what is shipped and 
what is coming on the road. I wrote 
a letter to New York, I think, a year 
or two ago, and the result of that 
letter was the rejection ©f sixty-six 
barrels of turpentine, which were sent 
back. That is one point in favor of 
this method of getting information. 
Now, if I should divulge the names of 
the parties from whom I get this in- 
formation it may prevent us getting 
more. When I receive such informa- 
tion I am perfectly willing to give 
you the benefit of it, which I have 
done on several occasions—that there 
is turpentine in transit containing cer- 
tain marks on the barrels. I will do 
all that I can, but I feel that justice 
compels me to withhold the names of 
the parties just at present. Matters 
may develop to that extent where I 
can be at liberty to disclose the names, 
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not want to listen to us. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has his hands full. 
Mr. Richardson made a point there. 
Shakespeare is right in saying, that 
man is an animal, the paragon of 
animals. I th nk itis about time the 
association for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals should go down to 
Washington and relieve the Secretary 
of the ‘lreasury from his overwork. 
The Philadelphia Club will do all they 
can to further this measure. I ac- 
knowledge Mr. French’s idea that 
already there are different organiza- 
tions, Boards of Trade in Phi adel- 
phia, that will help, and that every 
club represented here will do likewise, 

and we will clinch the nail that the 

New England Club, through Mr. 

Richardson, has driven home with so 

much intelligence and energy. 

The resolution, as read, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The secretary read the following re- 
solution. 

The Board of Control recommend 
the following, and that copies of same 
be printed and mailed to Congress- 
men and Senators. 

Resu.ver, Whereas the necess:ty of 
national legislation controiling the 
transportation interests of this coun- 
try becomes each year more appar- 
ent, and whereas the passage of the 
the interstate commerce law was a 
step in the right direction, and while 
not perfect in detail, yet with proper 
amendments may be made of great 
benetit to the mereantile interests of 
the United States; tuerefore be it 

Resoivru That this association re- 
spectfully urge you to favorably con- 
sider House bill No. 2012, known as 
the Procedure act.

I'he President.—This is in line with 
the report of the committee appvinted 
some years ago, who, by their work, 
have succeeded in remedying the evil 
of certain dealers in packing cheap 
lampblack in packages that contain 
only twelve ounces, or something like 
that. It is directed against short 
weight packages. Thisresolution ex- 
presses the desire of, some manufac- 
turers to correct this abuse. 

The resolution, as read, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That this association re- 
affirms its position against the abuse 
of the custom of the dating ahead of 
mixed paint bills. Also the unbusi- 
nesslike practice of consignment of 
paints, 

Mr. Elmendorf.—I would like to o!- 
feran amendment, and add to that 
‘mixed paints on bills of other manu- 
facturers in which we are interested.’’ 

The amendment was seconded. 

''he resolution, as amended. was as 
follows:

Mr. Merz, of New York.—This ques- 
tion has been adopted by some mem- 
bers of the convention here, and, as 
far as I can see, it has been seriously 
considered and approved by many. 
Many members think November a 
disgreeable time for our meetings. 
Octuber is the last nice month of the 

ear where we are likely to meet, and 

would, therefore, suggest we adopt 
the resolution. 

Mr. Elmendorf,—I am in favor of 
that, 


others, to superintend our bankrupt 
laws, which shall be made national. 

Regulate our tariff by becoming ac- 
quainted with the commercial policy 
of all other foreign nations, and un- 
derstand the necessities and changes 
_f our own. 

Adjust all commercial grievances. 

Examine into every treaty suggested 
by, or with any foreign power, and 
submit the possible effect of the same 
upon our commerce. 

Govern laws relative to the sale of 
all articles of commerce, either of 
foreign or domestic manufacture, 
which tend in any manner to deceive 
the purchaser or the consumer. 

It it will be found too late to intro- 
duce a bill to have this department 
cieated by the tifty-third congress, 
would it not be advisable, a3 a pre- 
paratory step, to petition our legisla- 
tors for the appv ntment of a com- 
m.ssion, composed of leading repre- 
sentatives, of our various mercantile 
classes, whose duty it would be, to 
make a thorough investigation into 
our present commercial .aw and re- 
strictions, and to make recommenda- 
tion for needs of the business classes, 
for presentation of the opening of the 
titty-fourth congress. It cannot be 
woubted that the result of such a com- 
mi-sion witn all of the irritating cir- 
cumstance attending their investig - 
tions, would report. the early necess- 
icy of the creation of a ‘ Department 
ot Commerce.”’ 

When this is accomplished, then 
will the highest admiration be ex- 
pressed and the noblest honors be re- 
served for those legislators, whose 
fortunes it will be to become benefac- 
tors of the commerciai community. A 
greater glory will await them when 
its practical results will give more 
nerve to enterprise, and spirit to in- 
dustry, when the tariff and all other 
issues which disturb our industries 
will be no more, when ‘“ monetary 
stringency” will have been but a 
dream, and our bankrupt laws then 
made for the creditor and not for the 
debtor. Then can the difficulties and 
embarrassments of the living present 
be settled and provisions. made for 
the wants and changes of the distant 
future. 

The President.—The paper will be 
referred to the committee who has 
this matter in charge. 

Mr. French.—Is not this question 
of sufficient importance for us to ask 
the co-o; eration of other commercial 
bodies? 

The President.—It has already been 
done to a tremendous extent. The 
matter was originated by the New 
England Ciub of this Association, 
and Mr. Richardson, who has the 
matter in charge for the association, 
has obtained many hundreds of peti- 
tions—I think it is safe to say, is it 
not, Mr. Richardson? 

Mr. Richardson.—_Something over 
1,600 have been presented. 

The President.—They have been 
presented to Congress. 

Mr. French.—Would it not be well 
to have some resolution of this body 
bringing the matter to the attention 
of other trade organizations? 

Mr. Waterall—Would it not be 
proper to refer that communication 
to the Publishing Committee, with 
instructions to publish such __por- 
tions as it may deem _ desir- 
able to print. I think it is only 
fair that a word of approbation should 
be given to Mr. Richardson and his 
associates for the ardous labor they 
h-ve performed in this matter. In 
listening to his argument, as I am 
sure the association must have done 
yesterday with a great deal of pleas- 
ure, it seemed to me that we should 
clinch the nail that they have driven 
home so thoroughly. He showed us 
clearly that the existing bureaus of 
government were ove.t xed with 
work. Here are 65,000,000 of intelli- 
gent people. We are appa led when 
we think of the possibilitie: of the 
lines of business. The merchant and 
manufacturer represent the highest 

ossible intelligence of America. 

they are pushing on with arger 
energy sustained by their intelligence, 
and are not confining themselves to 
home market. This isa matter of the 
highest importance to the merchant 
and manufacturer to receive govern- 
mental aid ii: so far as it is possible to 
get it. The agriculturists of the 
country are not over modest in ask- 
ing aid from the government. You 
have only to look upon these hills 
where nature has stored up such 
wonderful things. Man is bringing 
them out, and we .have the iron and 
steel and the machinery and the hills 
cannot hold them long. What we 
want in Washington is a bureau that 
the business mencan reach. We can- 
not go to the agricultural bureau.

turists. The Ag: icultural Department 
is crowded with work as it is, and 
perhaps does not desile more, but this 
is a fair illustration of what straights 
the Government is put to when it 
must refer a matter of purely com- 
mercial character to the officials of 
such a department. As trade and 
commerce prosper and extend their 
limits, either at home or abroad, so 
does the nation become wealthy and 
cultured. Finance is an integral part 
of a nation’s life; our general rela 
tions with foreign countries provide 
peace at home and security to life, 
limb and possessions. But both of 
these are dependent upon the main 
vertebra of the national common- 
wealth, which is trade and commerce, 
interchangeable terms, and_ yet 
with each its own meaning at times. 
Without such a department it is like 
trying to steer the ship of state 
with a loop-sided running gear. In- 
clude such a department in our 
scheme of Government and there 
would be a righting of the vessel, 
which would make high commercial 
seas seem less dangerous and insure 
smooth sailing under conditions 
which at preseut are almst impossible. 
I don’t know that it is necessary for 
me to say more to you, except a part- 
ing word. I desire that every gentle- 
man present express his opinion in 
some form, and that when you go 
home every man will turn his hand 
toward having this desirable matter 
consummated. 

mr. Evans.— Mr. John A. Reardon, 
of the St. Louis Club, was selected as 
a delegate to this convention. At the 
last moment he was prevented from 
coming. His alternate is here. Mr. 
Reardon had prepared a paper on the 
subject of commerce, which was sub- 
mitted tome to make such disposi 
tion of as I saw fit.

Mr. Richardson.—1 have a letter in 
my pocket containing the statement 
that a shipment of turpentine was on 
its way to Louisville; that is a new 
deal. The party hoped to trace the 
turpentine to its destination and for- 
ward to me here a sample from that 
lot of turpentine. I muy be able to 
trace this thing and give you the 
benefit of it. I may get that sample 
of turpentine and have an analysis of 
it before we adjourn to-morrow. ‘ 

The resolution, as read, was unani- 
mously adopted.

FOURTH SESSION. 
Thursday, Nov. 23, 1893. 

The fourti: anu last business session 
of the National Association was called 
to order in Convention Hall, Monon- 
gahela House at 10: 30 A. M., by Presi- 
dent Lawrence. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution, presented by the Board of 
Control :— 

Wuereas, This Association has from 
its incipiency urged the necessity of 
the Government establishing a bureau 
which shall be kuown as a Depart- 
ment of Comerce whose head shall 
be a Cabinet officer, be it 

Kesotved, That this Association in- 
dorse the efforts made in this direc- 
tion by the efficient committee having 
itin charge, and request the same 
committee to continue their exertious 
to secure the object in view using 
such methods as they may deem ad- 
visable, 

Mr. Kichardson, of Boston,—It is 
very seldom that we have a subject 
presented to us that is not worn out 
by discussion, but here something 
new is presented every day. I culled 
your attention previously in this Con- 
vention to Secretary Nettleton’s state- 
ment made, and how important it was 
that an extra cabinet ofticer should 
be appointed. Ihave called your at 
tention to the vast increase in the 
business which is necessary to be done 
through such a department. I call 
your attention to another matter, to 
show you of what vital importance it 
is to tae commercial interests of this 
country that this subject should not 
be forgotten. It is like Banquo’s 
ghost; it will notdown. If we havea 
great fire in any section of our 
country the people are made to 
suffer, aud are distressed for 
fuel, clothing and supplies. The 
response goes out for aid; thet 1e- 
sponse is made by the business men 
of the land. If there is a flood and 
property is destroyed an appeal goes 
out and the commercial inte:ests of 
the country respond. ‘These things 
are loca.. If \he crop of cereals for 
one year are flooded out and we have 
enough in the store-houses to carry 
: us through, there may be enough 
; suffering in certain localities, but it is 
ocal, but when any blow is struck 
by any action of Congress, or from 
any other cause, at the commercia: 
interests of this country, and the busi- 
ness interests are interfered with, 
suffering becomes general all over 
the land. When we are in such dis- 
; tress to whom can we appeal? ‘lhe 
commercial interest is greater than 
any other one on record. I[ don’t 
know of anything of so great import- 
i ance or so necessary to the welfare of 
this country as some department 
which shall have superv sion of the 
affairs of commerce. No person can 
prosper when the vital interests of the 
commeréial world are affected. 

Mr. Richardson—The Treasury and 
State Departments have long showed 
their inability toaiford the time neces- 
sary for the consideration of questions 
affecting internal commerce exclu- 
sively, and there is no other depart- 
ment which approximates nearenouvh 
to commercial matters to afford relief 
to measures of business strictly. So

The accumulating difficulties our 
nation has been experiencing origi- 
nating first through our tariff issue, 
and latterly from the monetary ques- 
tion, go to prove that the responsibili- 
ties of our general government are 
constantly multiplying, and that the 
public faith in our future, from a bus- 
iness point of view, needs a decided 
resurrection before it becomes irre- 
deemable, it is indispensible to the 
welfare of the business interests of 
the United States, and to the happi- 
ness of our people, that there should 
be lodged in our Cabinet in Washing 
ton a supreme power to regulate, gov- 
ern and control our commercial af- 
fairs. 

The present is a highly important 
and critical era in our governmental 
history. ‘The peculiar circumstances 
of the present situation will cause the 
least reflecting to consider the neces- 
sity of a ““Department of Commerce.”’ 

is it not, let me ask, or should it not 
always be, the tirst and most moment- 
ous consideration of our Congress to 
legislate for our commerce? Look 
back over the debates of the many 

ast Congresses and tell us what leg- 
islation for our commercial interests 
have been effected. Have they not 
the power to do it? Do they simply 
convene to elect consuls, ministers, 
postmasters, and make appropria 
tions? Are they not clothed with a 
power of contracting public debts 
that our commerce have to pay? 

At almost every session of our Con- 
gress, bills are introduced affecting in 
some manner the merchant or manu- 
facturer, and as the composition of 
our Congresses are invariably repre- 
sented by the legal fraternity, they do 
not warrant rapid legislation without 
commercial advice. 

This circumstance, however, is not 
unfavorable to the supposition that 
our legislators do not possess any 
business ability, but their removal 
from it tends to obliterate its practi- 
eal utility. 

Why, then, should our mercantile 
community be not better recognized ? 
Is not, let us ask, a ‘‘Department of 
Jommeree’’ as necessary as that of 
war, or that more recent addition, 
that of agriculture ? 

To appreciate the importance of 
of this, it may be well for us to re- 
member that at the present time there 
is a little protection offered commer- 
cial enterprise by our existing laws; 
and as our manufacturing and mer- 
eantile community of Theae great 
United States are practically one 
great family, divided, it is true, into 
many distinct and different branches, 
but all having substantially the same 
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The President.—We desire the mem- 
bers to express their views. 

Mr. Peale, of Cincinnati.—Of course 
we appreciate the idea of having our 
convention in pleasant weather, and 
the social feature of our meetings is 
important, but so far as the business 
portion of the convention is concerned, 
it is just as well in November as in 
October. The point that strikes me 
and makes it more convenient to me 
the latter part of November than Oc- 
tober is, we have our spring trade 
commencing in March and running 
to July, when weare very busy Then, 
we have our fall trade and October is 
avery busy month. I like November 
because itis much more convenient 
forme, There begins to be a time 
then when I think that I can conve- 
niently leave my business and attend 
the convention, and for that reason I 
prefer to have it remain as it is. 

Mr. Merz—This recommendation is 
a part of the report of the Committee 
on next Convention. The committee 
report unanimously in favor of meet- 
ing in October. I admitthe weight of 
the reasons suggested by Mr. Peale, 
but I have inquired of many members 
aud find they would rather attend in 
October. 

The resolution as read was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Peale, of Cincinnati.—Mr. 
Richardson and one or two others 
compose the committee appointed in 
reference to trade and commerce and 
to secure the appointment of anew 
Cabinet officer, and as was told you 
by Mr. Richardson day before yes- 
terday, the great importance of this 
work and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury being overburdened with work 
aud not able to attend to commercial 
interests of the community, in con- 
sultation with Mr. Richardson he 
thought it would be proper for this 
Convention to have a pamphlet pre- 
pared setting forth all the reasons 
why this appointment should be made, 
and that this committee should be 
empowered by this association to 
prepare such a pamphlet and have it 
printed in sufficient numbers for dis- 
tribution, so that this matter might 
be intelligently set forth before the 
different trade organizations and 
commercial bodies of the United 
States. We tind a great many per- 
sons, in fact, the majority are not 
well informed on this question. They 
don’t seem to have a comprehensive 
view of it, but when it is explained to 
them they have said, ‘*‘ Weil, I never 
saw itin that ight before; certainly 
it is a very important question.” 
Now, we have not time to travel over 
the country and go before the various 
organizations and explain this mat- 
ter, but if there was a pamphlet pre- 
pared by this committee setting forth 
all these ideas and giving reasons 
therefor, and have the same generally 
distributed all over the country and 
sent to officers of the various State 
organizations in this country, of 
which there are about 1,600, they 
could act upon this matter, and it 
seems to me much could be accom- 
plished. I would like to make a 
notion that this committee be allowed 
to have such a pamphlet printed and 
circulated. 

M. Whitelaw, of St. Louis.—I fully 
concur with the gentleman from Cin- 
cinnati. His suggestion is an excel- 
lent one, but if the Secretary will read 
the last sentence of the resolution 
putting this into the committee’s 
hands, he will see this point is fully 
covered. 

Mr. McKelvy.—I am not aware what 
course is being pursued to ac- 
complish this object, but it seems to 
me you could doa great deal of good 
work through the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the different cities. I sug- 
gest this Association pass a resolution 
asking the Pittsburgh Chamber of 
Commerce to bring up this matter or 
tae Pittsburgh Club to present it to 
the Chamber of Commerce, and then 
we can go before them with the au- 
thority of this Association. 

‘he President—I suggest that it 
should be done through this Com- 

mittee :— 

Mr. McKelvy.—The idea was to get 
the matter moving at once. If it is 
out of the order of routine business I 
* did not know it. 

The President—It is entirely in 
order, but a Dommittee of this As- 
sociation has been doing this, and has 
all the machinery at work, and Iam 
atraid it would not be wise to scatter 
it. I understand Mr. Peale has with- 
drawn his motion. 

Mr. McKelvy.—I merely made that 
suggestion. 

Mr, French.—I think the co-opera- 
tion of commercial bodies throughout 
the United States would be a great 
benefit to the movement. In Phila- 
delphia we have a Trades League, a 
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Board of Trade, Manufacturers O[ub, 
and a number of other organizations 
that would be glad to take hold of it. 
The Trades League have already 
taken some action in the matter. The 
Trades League is composed of 1,600 
firms in Philadelphia, and they have 
great influence. You will find similar 
organizations throughout the coun- 
try, and by co-operating with them I 
feel confident we will be successful. 

Mr. Richardson.—I would like to 
ask one question: Is the Committee 
to take such steps as seem advisable? 
Now, if it become necessary to spend 
some money in the way of advertising 
and postage from what source will 
that money come? 

Mr. Eger, of New York.—Mr. Presi- 
dent, I move you that the thanks of 
this association be tendered to the

And in speaking thus 
highly of the gentleman, whom it is 
now my pleasure to introduce to you, 
I have not said a word that I would 
not say for myself.

You have 
seen Schenly Park that abounds in 
beautiful scenery, and the Phipp’s 
Conservatory, the largest in the coun- 
try, the gifts of those whose good for- 
tunes are a part of our city’s sine 
Nor is our city destitute of histor 
associations, as within its territory 
was settled by the sword and the 
wisdom of the great Washington, the 
question of the domination of the 
Angle Saxon blood in the history of 
this great nation. But I will not 
dwell upon the history or achieve- 
ments of ourcity. The theme, “‘Pitts- 
burgh’’ has been confided to one much 
better qualified than Iam to handle 
the subject. His honor, Judge Buff- 
ington, will doubtless tell you of 
the wonderful facilities and _in- 
dustries of Pittsburgh of the fact 
that jwe originate more tonnage, 
more railway and river traffic than 
any other city in the Union, and 
how we have distanced all the old 
world in steel and glass making and 
other industries, of the wealth of coal 
and petroleum, and hope he will not 
forget to mention the natural gas, as 
we are full of it. : 

I congratulate you upon the im- 
proved condition of the country and 
the more hopeful outlook for business, 
The repeal of the silver purchase 
clause of the so-called Sherman Act 
brought a feeling of immediate and 
inexpressible relief to the country, 
snd mutual confidence is rapidly re- 
turning. Business is slowly but sure- 
ly reviving, and we are justified in the 
hope that ere long it will resume its 
usual flow. If, as intimated, the free 
coinage advocates renew the conflict 
in the coming Congress, I trust this 
association will use promptly all its 
influence against any such financial 
heresy. Our Chamber of Commerce 
has, from the passage of the Bland 
Act in 1878, repeatedly sent out notes 


of commercial relations at home and 
abroad and the ultimate bankruptcy 
of the Government, so far as that is 
possible. 

I congratulate you upon the pros- 
perity of your association, the evi- 
dence of which is shown in the pres- 
ence of the large number of delegates 
from the various local associa- 
tion. A great fraternity such as 
this, who are not united for sel- 
fish purposes, but in a _ praise- 
worthy effort to establish correct prin- 
ciples and hon:r sible methods in the 
conduct of your great b siness, can- 
not fail in accomplishing its aims, 
and command the respect aad confi- 
dence of the country, and also wielda 
powerful influence in legislation upon 
matters con:ected with your inter- 
ests. I congratulate you upon this 
re-union rendered so deligh‘ful by the 
social and fraternal pleasu'es con- 
nected with them, the renewal of old 
friendships, the formation of new ones, 
the material which make the fabric of 
pleasun: memories. It is at such 
meetings as thse that distrust and 
jealousy of each other gi es place to 
confidence and esteem, and enables 
us to work together for theccmm n 
good. 

I know there are some who su'lenly 
hold aloof from any organized effort 
for reform, and wno are constantly 
quoting the “survival of the fittest,” 
and who always consider themselves 
the ‘‘fittest’”’ to survive. I have no 
pat'ence with such a sentiment; it is 
selfishness concentrated, and infidel 
to the core; it mea: s the crushing of 
the weak, and this is unworthy of our 
manhood. Let our course rather be 
to .ecognize the “common b:other- 
hood of man” and lend our aid to 
every effort that tends to th> best in- 
terests of all.

Toast Master Lawrence.—Gentle- 
men, I have been in great doubt how 
to introduce the next speaker. but as I 
have sat here ape Fy my own mind 
what to say, I recalled a famous pic- 
ture in the palace of Luxomberg at 
Paris by the great military painter of 
France, call :d ‘‘The Soldier’s Dream,”’ 
in which a regiment of soldiers are 
pi tne at night lying down with 
all their clothing on and their arms 
stacked. In the distance are the fires 
of the battle or carnage, and each man 
sleeping, and above, in asort of cloud 
is represented the dream of the sol- 
dicr, in which they see different pha- 
lanxes marching on to glory with their 
standards held up above them. And, 
eee aL this picture it recalls to 
my mind the painter’s dream on this 
side of? the ocean. I won’t trouble 
you with an enlarged account of what 
I can see that dream to be, but I can 
see thatdreamer’s dream to be a re- 
gion where every can is perfectly pure, 
where every package contains just 
what it is represented to be, and 
where the weather is furnished in bot- 
tles and cans, so that every result is 
all right,so thatevery paint manufact- 
urer is an insurance company, against 
all the results which attend the use of 
his materials when they get into un- 
known hands. Inother words, where 
everything runs like on a greased 
plank, where there is nothing wrong, 
and ev. rything is right, and it all goes 
on to glory 1do not presume to say 
whether this dream will be realized or 
not in our lifetime. There is proba- 
bly a wide diversity of opinion on this 
subject; but, perhaps, I do not go 
very far wrong when I’ say that, as a 
general thing, on our side of the 
fence—if there be any fence or divid- 
ing line—we are pretty well agreed 
that ‘‘nothing is made for which there 
is not ademand.” If in my business 
I find that in a certain city we cannot 
sell in a year more than one ton of 


pure colors, while we can sell five 
carloads of cheap colors, it would 
seem as though there was some de- 
mand for that sort of thing. In an- 
other city, which I might name fur- 
ther East, where the trend or mark of 
civilization is, perhaps, stronger, if I 
can find we can sell in a year five car- 
loads of pure colors and no cheap col- 
ors, why it shows there is a demand 
in that section for pure colors. But 
it is not my intention to lecture on 
this subject here. I just want to state 
this point, that there is a general sen- 
timent that paint manufacturers, like 
other manufacturers, make what 
there is a demand for. And if aman 
wants white-wash marked “pale 
cream’”’ he has just to send in his 
order for it. At the same time I may 
say that I believe, speaking for the 
different industries represented in the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation, that there is a clear, dis- 
tinct and well-defined desire on the 

art of every manufacturer to make a 

igh grade of goods and have that 
high grade of goods used. I take it 
that large concerns, who have im- 
mense capital invested in their busi- 
ness are not inclined to jeopardize 


their reputation or capital in 
making goods for which there 
will not be a_ continuous and 


lasting demand. I take it that there 
is an order of intelligence represented 
in the various trades in our asso- 
ciation, and know that no one, 
for a moment contradict the state- 
ment that our business successes de- 
— upon the master house painters. 

hey are the natural complement of 
our business. I am glad that during 
the past three years a better under- 
standing has grown up between the 
manufacturers and consumers, and I 
trust and know that I express the 
hope of this Association that this 
friendly feeling will continue, and 
that the tire will come soon when 
this painter’s dream, which I have 
briefly sketched, will be realized.

Mr. President, i proclaim that any 
man, either in your Association or the 
one I represent who can remain satis- 
tied with the strained relations that 
have existed between the manufac- 
turers and the Master Painters and 
Decorators in days that have gone by 
do not realize how directly opposite 
his real interest lies from that which 


he thinks. 


Speaking in behalf of our Associa- 
tion, it may be said for our encour- 
agement that one wholesome truth 
has been clearly established thus far 
in the history of master painters’ 
organizations, and that is the neces- 


sity of their existence. And while I 


am satistied that we can have in their 
combined efforts an institution which 
is furnishing to the benighted master 
painters of the Nineteenth Century a 


solace of lights ahd promised protec- 
tion, yet 1 firmly believe they are 
only in their infancy concerning the 
healthful influence they will exert as 
they grow stronger in age. 

I have often looked into the little 
faces of innocent infants, with their 
bright, sparkling eyes and beaming 
countenances while being carefully 
held in the arms of fond mothers, and 
have thought how utterly helpless 
they were to do anything for them- 
selves, yet upon their successful 
— and development of their tiny 

rains depends the whole future life 
of our nation. Through the maturing 
care of loving parents, infants grow 
up and become strong men and 
women, whose hundiwork is all 
around and about us. Our literature 
is filled with many famous records of 
their accomplishments, for which 
much credit must be given to the 
manner in which they were cared for 
during the early stages of their ex- 
istence. 

To my mind this aptly illustrates 
the healthful example you have born 
into existence through your action 
last year in inviting the President of 
the National Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators of 
the United States of America to at- 
tend your convention, and again when 
you invited our national associations’ 
chief presiding officer this year, and 
just as fond parents carefully nurture 
and raise their children even so is it 
necessary for your association and 
ours to foster and encourage the ex- 
istence of mutual and honorable re- 
lations toward one another through 
the national associations. 

The greatest need that confronts us 
is the need of more knowledge con- 
cerning our true relations toward one 
another. Yet knowledge is every- 
where and at all times knocking at 
the very door of our existence, but is 
too often denied admission by the evil 
influence of our ignorance of the want 
of it. It is a sign of progress in knowl- 
edge when men discover their igno- 
rance, and let me tell you, gentlemen, 
concerning matters affecting our as- 
sociations. it takes combined and con- 
centrated efforts to make us realizein 
what direction our ignorance is most 
profound. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, re- 
cently said, in an address delivered 
before the Drexel Institute in Phila- 
delphia that education does not mean 
a certain amount of learning from the 
books; some knowledge of Greek and 
Latin; some capacity to solve conic 
sections; some acquaintance with 
dead dynasties, even the loving inti- 
macy with the great dead, but it does 
mean capacity to do the duty of to- 
day. 

‘hat better conditions exist now 
than previously has been clearly dem 
onstrated through the grand influence 
of our national associations. In the 
good work already accomplished 
there has been pictured out before 
every one who will look, as clear as 
the noonday sun in a cloudless sky, 
that there is a remedy to overcome 
the ills that affect our trade. 

Gentlemen, the day has come when 
men in nearly every branch or kind 
of business are battling for relief 
from pains created by greed-bearing 
Greeks and dishonest competition, the 
result of which is that a vast arm 
of organizations are being formed all 


over the nation, and from them the 
cry is going out, thundering over the 
pill tops, echoing

and to my mind, gentlemen, your Na- 
tional association, and the one I rep- 
resent, will work out a higher stand- 
ard of business relations with each 


other. I realize that some will say 


that such conditions can never be 
reached. I say they can; we are 
drawing nearer to this accomplish- 
ment every year through National or- 
ganized efforts. . 

Gentlemen, let me appeal to you in 
encouragement in your efforts. Don’t 
stop in these days of progress over 
that deceiving expression ‘‘can’t.”’ 
Let me assure you that the greatest 
drawback to the progress of organ- 
ized effortis the need of educating 
men engaged in our business to rea- 
lize the fact that every one can do 
something (be it ever so little) to 
swell the influence and power of asso- 
ciation work. 

I admit it is true that the great 
changes we long for can not be 
brought about in a day or without 
energetic efforts, and yet as an offset 
to this it is equally true that through 
the struggle for that which is the 
hardest to accomplish the result 
thereof is the most lasting and valued 
in the end. 

I trust, Mr. President, that the rela- 
tions between the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association und the Na- 
tional Master House Vainters and 
Decorators Association will contin: e 
to grow in interest as we march 
along throug: our business pilgrim- 
age, and .hrough their influence may 
not only good will and f -llowship ac- 
crue, but also good dollars that have 
been dropped in days gone by for the 
want of the existence of national, 
State and local associations. 

To my mind there has been no more 
real difference between your interest 
and ours, than there was between two 
Lutheran churches that I once heard 
of which | will relate.

crucibles. I admit she is no ideal— 
that her walls are not white—all the 
better, perhaps, for then she can- 
not be a whited sepulchre. The 
better you know her, the higher 
your esteem. And it is well you have 
come here to know her and her chil- 
dren. I know of no place more fitting 
for this convention to meet than here. 
The paint pot and brush are the mis- 
sionarics of cleanliness, of furbishing, 
of brightness, of pee : but while you 
love these in themselves you like 
some dirt thrown in—provided it don’t 
fall on you—to help the paint trade. 
And then we can give you here an ob- 
ject lesson in dirt unsurpassed in its 
way, incapable of reproduction in any 
other city in the country, though truth 
compels one to admit we do not con- 
sider these last few days an approxi- 
mation of what we can do under fa- 
vorable condition when times are 
brisk, our mills going and our chim-

Mr. Toastmaster.—A few evenings 
ago as I sat conversing with a friend, 
looking out upon the world through 
the soothing influences that came 
from an after dinner cigar, I saw a 
man come toward us with a face so 
wearied and haggard that it made me 
look on him with interest and sympa- 
thy. I need hardly say it proved to 
be the chairman of your Banqueting 
Committee, whose name just now 
escapes me (a voice, “Smith’’', in 
search of whom he might devour—in 
other words, seeking victims for after- 
dinner oratory.

But we do trust that one and all of 
you will return to your homes with 
new ideas of the meaning of paint in 
Pittsburgh. We mention the modest 
statement that there is no city under 
the canopy of heaven that can to the 
surface yard produce more dirt and 
dirtier dirt and more death to paint 
than our own. And our paint men 
glory in it. Can you wonder they are 
all millionaires? Here white lead may 
be changed to plumbago more quick 
ly and with the use of less chemical 
process or adulteration than anywhere 
on the globe. In what one of your 
cities can you point to the fact that 
when an enameled white hearse starts 
to a funeral, unless the horses are 
moving at rapid gait, by the time 
the cortege reaches the cemetery 
gates the white hearse and its trap- 
pings have turned intoa black somber 
enough to portend the funeral of a 
Methusalah 

Where elsewhere can you claim 
that if she has to walk a rod from the 
church door to the carriage a bride 
would change the lustre of her nup- 
tial garments for the sable habili- 
ments of the mourner? While gen- 
tlemen, your home atmosphere may 
permit white lies in business and a 
consequent lowering of commercial 
standards, our atmosphere is such 
that even a white lie will not go here. 
And, of course, if ye have no white 
lies it follows as a logical sequence 
that we have none of other hues. 

All this forms a striking picture, 
you say; a black picture you have 
vainted.
